Illinois Att> 
General William Scott

burning of refuse on Chicago O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport property near Ben- 
senville 


Scott charged that Chicago has per- 


mitted privately operated trucks to use a 


portion of O'Hare Airport as a dumping 
ground for refuse and combustible mate- 
rial. Burning of this material causes air 
pollution and airline pilots have com- 
plained that smoke from the dump inter- 
feres with visibility when landing, Scott 
said. 


John Varble, Bensenville village presi- 


dent, recently told Scott that people from 
the O'Hare Control Tower have asked 
where the smoke is coming from The 
dump is in Cook County, but is adjacent 
to Bensenville village limits. 


Scott's suit, filed in Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court, asks for a permanent in- 
junction to prevent Chicago from contin-

bers to politics brought about by the 
transition taking place in DuPage County 
breaks into the open now and then to 
produce sharp exchanges at board ses- 
sions. 


The intense Smith-Rentschler primary 


encounter which brought out 66,000 votes 
with a Smith plurality of only 1,200 shows 
how this county chose up sides. In addi- 
tion the $105 million bond county sewer 
referendum which lost by more than 6-1 
and unfortunately appeared to pit most 
of the county's mayors and managers 
against the county board deepened this 
division. 


The result is that a divisivencss has 


occurred and if the county is to move 
ahead it is necessary to heal the wounds 
of these divisions. But before this can 
happen the county GOP chairmanship 
struggle March 30 has to be resolved. 
These foregoing divisions are a basis for 
political sensitivity on the county board. 


THERE'S NO QUESTION about it. the 


county board was shook up at the over- 
whelming defeat of a countywide sani- 
tary sewer and anti-pollution program 
which most agreed was necessary. As an 
aftermath both the superintendent 
of 


the county public works division and his 
assistant have resigned, the former, 
John Morris, to take effect immediately. 
His assistant, 
Edgar Preissner. will 


leave in April. Both take new positions 
with higher salaries. Morris with the City 
of Chicago and Preissner with a Des 
Plaines firm. They will be employed in 
areas of sanitation and environmental 
control. Resignations were turned in be- 
fore March 17. 


When a resolution was 
introduced 


Tuesday, to replace the vacant position 
left by Morris with Robert Hadley at a 
salary of $21.000 (Morris had just got a 
raise to $25.000) Gerald Weeks. Milton 
Township asked if Hadley could appear 
at the session. 


CHAIRMAN RONSKE pointed out that 


a vacancy existed and it was imperative 
that the county public works program 
continue in a progressive manner. He 
called an executive session at which 
Hadley appeared. All newspeople. of 
course, had to skidoo, but since these 
sessions aren't "leakproof" got the gist 
of what went on. Personnel discussions 
bar the press. 


When the regular session 
resumed, 


Ray Haas, Milton Township, 
began 


where he had left off and moved the res- 
olution appointing Hadley be approved. 


But Weeks wanted another look at the 
new public works boss. This angered 
Jack Wall, Bloomingdale Township, who 
objected. 


"What have you got to hide'" Weeks 


queried, "I just want to ask one ques- 
tion." 


"You 
didn't ask questions in executive 


session," Wall objected, "Now you want 
to ask a thousand." (Just one, not a thou- 
sand echoed around the room). "He 
wants to benefit from the press." Wall 
harangued and asked for a roll call vote. 


HERE THE CHAIRMAN stepped in: 


"I will not permit this man to come up 
here to be embarrassed," he announced 
and called another executive session. It 
lasted 10 minutes, the first taking 25 min- 
utes. Then Hadley was approved with 
two voting "no" and two "passing." 
Weeks voted approval. 


According to Chairman Ronske, Had- 


ley who has been serving in the zoning 
department has the necessary quali- 
fications and on-the-job experience to 
boot. He was in charge of the Addison 
Village plant and program installation. 


"This program is a must for this coun- 


ty." Ronske said, "and we've learned 
something from this referendum." Had- 
ley, it is learned, was opposed to some 
features of the program but not the coun- 
tywide concept itself. The county plan 
has the endorsement of the Northeast 
Plan Commission. 


RONSKE ENVISIONS the county set- 


ting up a closer relationship with the mu- 
nicipality mayors and managers and get- 
ting their support for a second try. He 
says they approve the county concept 
with some modifications and will have 
the modified plan ready in 30 days. He 
thinks the new superintendent will be 
able to work closely with the municipal- 
ities. With the full backing of the mayors 
and managers a countywide referendum 
cannot lose. Ronske says. 


But the big show in the offing is the 


frenzied race for the GOP chairmanship, 
with a Nadelhoffer vs. Philip contest 
(Richard B. Ogilvie influence trying to 
take over from Elmer Hoffman resigning 
party chief!. The primary was a trial 
run with both camps showing pretty good 
form. Despite support from top-ranked 
political "moderates" not closely in- 
volved in county politics, a .strong con- 
servative trend is running in DuPage 
County and it showed up in the primary.

York and Addison townships will receive 
this spring is based on a new tax rate of 
$1.84 per $100 assessed valuation. 


The new rate, the second lowest of the 


public high school districts in DuPage 
County, was increased from the $1 641 
rate in effect last year The major part 
of the increase resulted from the 17-cent 
increase in the educational fund tax rate, 
approved by the Dist 88 voters in the 
referendum in November. 


Only Lisle high school Dist 109 has a 


lower tax rate, $1 789 


As a result of the November referen- 


dum, the tax rate of Dist 88's education- 
al fund has been increased from $1 03 to 
$1 20. The building fund rate remains the 
same, at the maximum of 25 cents 


A new rate within the district's total 


tax rate is the five cents to provide reve- 
nue for the working cash fund This fund 
"lends" money to the other funds of the 
school budget, when necessary. The 
working cash fund has been operated 
without tax revenue for the past several 
years. 


THE DISTRICT has increased the rate 


for the transportation fund, from 3 2 
cents to 8 cents. The maximum allowable 
by law is 12 cents. The increase reflects 
higher maintenance 
and 
operational 


costs and capital outlay needs. 


The 2-cent levy for special educatiot; 


remains in effect Dist. 88 and the ele- 
mentary school districts in the East Du- 
Page Special Education District (ED- 
SED) include this levy in their budgets 
to raise money to build a cooperative 
EDSED center and to finance their own 
special education building needs 


Dist 88 has dropped the 5-cent levy for 


fire and safety improvements, following 
completion of the work at York High 
School Safety improvements needed at 
Willowbrook will be incorporated m the 
school improvements bond issue which 
the district may propose again in the 
months ahead. 


"If the bond is again defeated, the dis- 


trict will most likely reinstate the safety 
improvements levy," Jack A Monts, di- 
rector of the business office said. 


The tax rate to repay principal and in- 


terest on outstanding building Bond is- 
sues has decreased from 22.7 cents to 
21 3 cents Monts explained that the bond 
repayment tax rate usually decreases as 
the assessed valuation of the district in- 
creases and as the amount to be repaid 
lessens

In both Springfield and Washing- 


ton the issue of gun control legisla- 
tion has been among the most emo- 
tional in recent years and has been 
among the most heavily lobbied 


The polanzation that has re- 


sulted is certain to arise again if 
the Constitution submitted to Illi- 
nois voters later this year provides 
a new forum for this debate An 
emotional issue such as this is 
quite likely to command most of 
the attention during debate on the 
entire document and feelings foi 01 
against may be so strong that the 
entire Constitution would be voted 
down The time and money spent 
by the state on the current con- 
vention cannot be allowed to be 
wasted because of an issue that 
does not belong in the Constitution 
in the first place 


The question ot gun control legis- 


lation belongs to the legislature 
where both the proponents and op- 
ponents can aigue their sides of 
the story when laws are proposed 
It docs not belong in the bill ol 
lights 


We urge the convention as a 


whole to ovcirule the pioposal of 
the bill ot rights committee and we 
encourage local delegates Mis 
Vngima Macdonald of Ailington 
Heights and Thomas Kelleghan ot 
West Chicago to rcveise them- 
selves lemembermg that a bill ol 
rights is intended to protect funda- 
mental rights not to replace exist- 
ing constitutional tcsuctions and 
detail with new ones

Army Fails Strike Test

WASHINGTON < f P l t - The Pentagon 


has so many critic- these (lavs that I 
hesitate to join the carping. But when 
major deficiencies in our armed forces 
are noted, one would be remiss if one dut 
not call for corrective action. 


It is therefore once again my unwel- 


come duty to deplorp a shocking lack of 
foresight on the part of Defense Depart- 
ment officials who are responsible for 
military training. 


Within the past few days it has become 


lamentably apparent that they have 
failed to prepare American troops for de- 
livering the mail. 


If this were the first time that short- 


comings in our military training pro- 
grams had come to light, one could per- 
haps be moderate in one's censure. Regr- 
ettably, such is not the case. 


We need only look back a couple of 


years, to the 1968 garbage strike in New- 
York City, to find another flagrant ex- 
ample. 


At that time there was talk of using 


National Guard troops to clear the 
streets of rubbish. But then it was re- 


vealed that the guardsmen were totally 
untrained in trash removal. 


Naturally there was a great outcry 


against sending green troops into the 
streets to attack raw garbage. Or, worse 
yet. sending raw troops into the streets 
to attack green garbage. 


Reason prevailed, but the incident 


.shook one's faith in America's military 
preparedness program. No longer did 
one automatically assume that the Army 
was running in adequate training pro- 
gram. 


One's confidence in American military 


might have received another jolt this 
week when President Nixon 
ordered 


troops to help move the huge backlog of 
mail that accumulated in New York dur- 
ing the postal strike. 


It turned out that the amount of train- 


ing the troops had received in letter sort- 
ing and other postal activities ranged 
from minimal to nonexistent. 


In most instances, they were ordered 


into the post office without any prepara- 
tion except routine exposure to a ser- 
geant standing in the middle of the com- 
pany street and bellowing "Mail call!" 


Furthermore, they were denied sup- 


porting units, such as the 409th Mail Bag 
Repair Battalion. 


This was indeed another black mark on 


the Army's already blemished training 
record. It makes one wonder if the cur- 
riculum at West Point shouldn't 
be 


drastically revised. 


I mean, if the U. S. Army isn't 


proficient in such fundamental military 
maneuvers as letter sorting and garbage 
removal, what can we expect when the 
brain surgeons go on strike.

1 encourage your 
completing the form with special care as 
to your age and the ages of your family 
members. Who knows, the 1970 census 
may be an important record for your 
cliild many years from now," declares 
Schafer. 


The federal census records are more 


than a record of age. however. Many

information taken from the federal cen- 
sus. The census still reveals much about 
us as a nation. 


What is our average age? What is our

The list of things that all of us can 


learn from our census record is endless.

takes place at the Lebanese border from 
time to time and at the Jordanian cease- 
fire line every day; Palestinian guer- 
rillas plant bombs, throw grenades and 
attack Israeli civil airliners. 


Even given the incendiary nature of 


present hostilities, qualified political ob- 
servers believe potentially the most in- 
flammable aspect of the escalating situ- 
ation is the sudden arms race. 


France might be said to have started it 


with its deal to sell some 110 Mirage 
warplanes to newly leftist Libya. Al- 
though it will be 1974 before the ex- 
monarchy gets all the planes—and even 
then it will not have the pilots to fly 
them — the deal prompted Israeli 
requests for 20 more Phantoms and 80 
Skyhawks from the United States as an 
offsetting factor. 


President Nixon, in pondering the Is- 


raeli appeals, faces what is basically a 
no-win situation If he agrees to give Is- 
rael what it asks, some observers believe 
the Soviets — despite Moscow's denials 
of any such plan — will give the United 
Arab Republic MIG23s which can reach 
Israeli cities from 'Egyptian airfields. 
Nixon also risks exposing U.S. oil inter- 
ests in the Arab world — worth some $25 
billion per year — to attack. 


If Nixon says no. the Israelis might 


feel tempted to try another pre-emptive 
strike. 


The U S. President had promised a de- 


cision on the planes to Israel question by 
March 1 but the date passed without an 
announcement. The U.S. State Depart- 
ment, when asked why a decision had 
been delayed and when one might be 
coming, would say only that the matter 
was "under continuing study." 


There were some indications that Nix- 


on's unhappiness over the picketing and 
booing of French President Georges 
Pompidou on his recent visit to the 
United States by pro-Israel demonstra- 
tors — and for which Nixon apologized to 
Pompidou — may have delayed an an- 
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nouncement on the planes even longer 
than might otherwise have been the case. 
In any event the thinking in Washington 
in early March was that the demonstra- 
tions against the visiting French chief 
executive did not particularly help Is- 
rael's cause at the White House. 


That a new attack on the Arabs at this 


time would notch another Israeli victory 
appears beyond doubt, but Israel knows 
it would not be able to hold Cairo, Dam- 
ascus, Amman, Beirut and Baghdad and 
the situation would never result in 100 
per cent success. Apart from the risk of 
world-power involvement, a renewed full 
scale Mideast war might prove too costly 
in terms of loss of life to a nation with 
under three million persons. 


One certain fact about the present situ- 


ation is that American stock in the Arab 
world has never been lower. Cairenes, 
subject to continued propaganda bom- 
bardments, are aware only that the plan- 
es which drop bombs on them are Ameri- 
can-built. They have been keenly dis- 
appointed by what they see as the failure 
of the Nixon administration to keep for- 
mer Pennsylvania Gov. William Scran- 
ton's promise — on the occasion of his 
fact-finding assignment — of a 
more 


even-handed policy. And all the time, a 
campaign is growing for action against 
U.S. interests — basically oil — in the 
Arab world. 


Arab officials will admit privately that 


the Dec. 9 Mideast proposals of U.S. Sec- 
retary of State William Rogers went fur- 
ther in the Arab direction than any plan 
hitherto. But they charge that Nixon, in 
his message to a Jewish congress 
recently, tried to veer away from the 
proposals. They noted that he hinted 
face-to-face negotiations between the two 
sides — which Israel wants — were pref- 
erable to the indirect Rhodes-type talks 
which Rogers recommended. 


In the final analysis, considered Arab 


opinion believes, the U.S. would be pre- 
pared to give up its oil stake in the Arab 
world rather than surrender its com- 
mitments to Israel. Whether this is so 
remains to be seen. 


The Soviet Union's security is not se- 


riously threatened from the Arab nations 
and economically, it has no vast in- 
vestment in the area. The interests of 
both the super powers lie in seeing the 
other does not secure too firm a foothold. 


France and Britain are keen to contin- 


ue their mideastern economic activities 
but few observers believe they would 
permit them seriously to jeopardize 
world peace. 


All of which, as neutral 
political 


sources see it, puts the onus on the an- 
tagonist powers to reach agreement un- 
der big power persuasion. 


President Gamal Abdel Nasser of Eg- 


ypt has publicly disowned the Rogers 
proposals but his private attitude is be- 
lieved to be much more accommodating. 
He also made a significant distinction, in 
a recent interview with a French corre- 
spondent, between Egyptian and Palesti- 
nian aims. 


No Egyptian, he said, "would want to 


pursue the war after the evacuation of 
the occupied territory" — apparently 
meaning Arab land overrun by Israel in 
1967. 


This was the first time Nasser has dif- 


ferentiated sharply between Egyptian 
and Palestinian aims and while not cal- 
culated to delight Palestinian hardliners, 
it did suggest limits to the apparently 
endless crisis if ever some form of ac- 
commodation is reached. 


The Soviets, too, have latterly been 


making a point of Palestinian aims, sug- 
gesting the possibility of Moscow-Cairo 
plan to use this as a wedge to open some 
fresh form of negotiation. As recently as 
March 4 Leonid I. Zamyatin, chief 
spokesman of the Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry, told a Moscow news conference 
that Soviet "policy is clear — we are for 
the continued existence of Israel in 
peaceful coexistence with its neighbors." 


"But," Zamyatin added, and it was 


this that may have hinted at a new Mos- 
cow — Cairo approach, "we consider as 
just the Palestinian movement to free 
the Israeli occupied lands." 


It was at this same news conference 


that the Russians most recently stated 
they were not considering giving M1G23S 
to the Arabs. Deputy Soviet Premier 
Venyamin Dymshitc (Russia's highest 
Jewish office holder), told UPI's Henry 
Shapiro that Nasser had not requested 
MIG23s so the question whether Russia 
would provide them was not pertinent. 


Zamyatin, speaking in the general con- 


text of possible settlement efforts, em- 
phasized the Kremlin's wish that the 
U.N.'s peace-seeker Gunnar Jarring con- 
tinue his mediation efforts. 


It is the beginning of these efforts that 


is causing the trouble. Thant seems to be 
reviving the idea of a U.N. peace force to 
move into occupied areas as Israelis 
withdraw. If such an agreement would 
be made it might be described as a be- 
ginning of sorts. 


Meanwhile, Arab and Jew continue to 


count the days in their undeclared war.

medicine department. 


"The immunization is so important," 


said Dr. Rasmussen. "because the prob- 
lem of rubella is not with the child, but 
with pregnant women exposed to the dis- 
ease." 


"DtRING 1963-64, the last serious eip- 


demic of rubella, between 20,000 and 
30.000 infants in this country were born 
with severe birth defects because their 
mothers contracted the disease in early 
p r e g n a n c y , ' ' said Dr. Rasmussen. 
"About 
the same number of mis- 


carriages occurred, too," she added. 


Since pregnant women themselves can- 


not be innoculated ( it might do damage 
to the unborn babies), the way to protect 
them is to protect all the children. The 
indirect approach means that a child 
can't pick it up at school to bring home 
to an expectant neighbor, babysitter, 
house guest or mother. 


"We have already observed an in- 


crease in the number of cases of school 
children." said Dr. Rasmussen. "The 
need is urgent for community coopera- 
tion."

Where Students 'Grade' Teacher

NEW YORK (UPI) - The best read 


tome on the college campus: a student- 
produced guide to courses and teachers. 


In some, students grade teachers. In 


all, descriptions are frank. Some teach- 
ers find them demoralizing. 


Take the instructor described in the 


guide from an East Coast university: his 
speaking style was called "sleep in- 
ducing." He was criticized for remaining 
seated during long lectures. He was said 
to mumble and address comments to his 
desk. 


Nit-picking, demoralizing, or whatever 


the charge against the guides, they are 
here to stay and are increasing in num- 
ber, according to a report in College 


Management, journal for the bosses in 
higher education. 


Some have the cooperation of the ad- 


ministration. At Brandeis University de- 
partment chairmen are required to coop- 
erate in the production of a guide, in its 
fourth year. 


THEY OBTAIN student evaluation of 


teachers up for reappointment, promo- 
tion or tenure. 


"Colleges using this method have been 


accused of letting students share the dir- 
ty work by handing them the knife," Col- 
lege Management reported. 


Most guides attempt to be fair to 


teachers. They don't always come out 
that way. At Dartmouth, the adminis- 
tration complains that zeal for criticism 


outruns information. The guide is "em- 
barrassing to people at both ends." 


At Berkeley, the "slate" received ad- 


ministration money. But later lost it on a 
charge of political cant. 


Though some guides are running into 


trouble because of high production costs, 
the National Student Association says 
they're necessary. It intends to provide a 
model guide kit. 


THE REASON they're necessary, ac- 


cording to the association: students re- 
ceive such skimpy course briefing that 
course-switching zooms and students be- 
come discouraged and bewildered. 


The oldest guide, the Harvard Confi, 


has been coming out since 1924. "It is 
based on student discussion and is con- 


siderate of those disliked." College Man- 
agement said. 


A relatively young guide at Columbia 


University apparently is having some 
succjss. According to the student news- 
paper, an instructor who was criticized 
last year for mumbling into his desk and 
sitting too much now "speaks clearly, 
walks around the classroom and even 
comes to class organized." 


THE MOST COLORFUL writing is 


found in Harvard's Confi. Among things 
students learn about teachers: "He can- 
not help stepping into a wastebasket 
when he comes to class;" or "His most 
brilliant ploy . . . came as he finished a 
lecture by shooting across the room and 
out the door on a rocket sled."

The Potting Shed 


by MARY B. GOOD 


You know it's spring when the Univer- 


sity of Illinois sends along it* annual 
warning about "tree quacks." 


Just like the fellow who knocks at your 


door offering a bargain of "humus" 
which turns out to be clay scum or the 
packaged fruit tree bit, the tree-trimmer 
gyp is geared to catch the unknowing 
homeowner. 


When looking for a tree surgeon, check 


the yellow pages, compare services, 
prices and liability insurance coverage. 
Check with the local Better Business Bu- 
reau and consult with neighbors who 
have had the job done. Another way to 
check upon a tree specialist is to find out 
If he is licensed by the state of Illinois; a 
licensed arborist must pass state exams. 


IF TWO OR more arborists quote wide- 


ly differing prices, find out what type of 
pruning they anticipate. This is the key 
to the price differences. Fine pruning 
means removing small branches (4-inch 
diameter or so) of dead, dying, diseased 
or weak limbs. Medium pruning (1-inch 
branches), safety pruning (t-i-m-b-e-r!) 
and cut back or topping (shearing off 
tops of trees) are other jobs for an ex- 
pert. It cen be expensive, even disaster 
If unqualified men do the work.

Since it has a large food storage capac- 
ity, a tree can go a long time without 
showing hunger signs. 


THE GARDENER tackles his tree- 


feeding project with a soil auger (you 
can rent one), drilling holes 18 inches 
deep, about two feet apart. Use Vi pound 
of nitrogen fertilizer for each inch of 
trunk diameter. For example to fertilize 
a 10-inch tree, you need 50 pounds of fer- 
tilizer such as 10-6-4. For trees less than 
six inches in diameter, cut the rate in 
half. Me? I use a root feeder. 
Expecting 


flowers for Easter? Cut flowers and 
whole plants will keep longer if you keep 
them out of the sun.

in its spranhng plant One large room 
con'ains steaming, bubbling electrolysis 
li.ithj for removing impurities from the 
metals. The Hollywood glamour associ- 
ated uith the Oscar seems far distant.

statuette requires precision and endless 
patience. The figure itself, without the 
bu~e. is gravity cast from Brittania met- 
ill composed of 92 per cent tin, 7 per cent 
antimony and 1 per cent zinc.

the bottom, or "pouring end " Air bub- 
bles in the molten metal thus rue beyond 
the figure itself to lodge In the gate, 
which is removed in the next step.

coats of 10 karate gold, with polishing 
between each coat. The gold statuette is 
then dipped in clear lacquer and baked 
at 3.300 degrees.

nickel. The gold figure is attached to 
the base and the Oscar is ready for pre- 
sentation 


The firm, when authorized by the 


Academy, stands ready to repair or re- 
place damaged Academy Awards, a» 
they did following the famous Bell Air 
fire of the early '60s, in which several 
Oscars were destroyed. 


IN ADDITION, once each award has 


been presented, it is returned to the 
Academy, then to Dodge, for appropriate 
engraving, each Oscar carefully regis- 
tered by number. 


The statue's original sculptor, George 


Stanley, cast the awards himself for the 
first few years. Dodge Trophies 
first 


took over the job in 1931, and has been 
with it ever since, producing all Oscars, 
plaques and special citations that the 
Academy has presented. 


"Third, and most important, we want 


to eradicate the terrible image to which 
we have been subjected for so many 
yean. I mean specifically: The indolent, 
the man sleeping under a tree with a hat 
over his eyes, the manana stereotype, 
and mostly the bandit.

At Lancer Banquet 


Hundreds of kids enjoyed the thrill of 


sports competition in the intramural pro- 
gram at Adduon Trail last year 


That, in itself, isn't unusual 
What IS noteworthy is that these kids 


uouldn t have been afforded that oppor- 
tunity if not for a helping hand from a 
community organization — the Addison 
Boosters Club 


The school, because of a tight austerity 


program within District m, was strapped 
for funds aid fared with diminution of 
latramural sport*. The door to organized 
competition would br slammed on the 
Mds who lacked the ability to compete in 
intrncholastlc athletics. 


But the Boosters rushed to the rescue, 


came up uith the money, and saved the- 
proaram 


1 gue>s that's probably the biggest 


thine we have done in our four years of 
exigence." say* Booster President Jack 
Kflly. with that unmistakable hint of 
pride in his voice. "One of our main rea- 
son* for being is to help the school in any 
way we can. and we were very happy to 
be able to provide the money they 
needed in this case." 


The Addison Boosters, like most high 


school booster clubs, was created with 
two objectives in mind: 


One, to stimulate community Interest 


•ml promote active support of the 
school's sports program. 


Two, to assist athletes and athletics in 


any way possible 


Along the line of this latter goal, the 


Boosters 
purchase 
refreshments (or- 


anges, apples, soft drinks) that are 
served the athletes after games or 
events, they sponsor an athletic banquet, 
they vigorously promote the various 
school referendums in District 88, and 
they provide the small hand-out sched- 
ules of Addison Trail sports events. 


In addition, they have bought trophy 


cases for the school, installed an attrac- 
tive sign in front of the building, spon- 
sored dounstate clinic trips for cheer- 
leaders 


"Our big project this season." says 


Kelly. "Is to build • press box at the 
football field .The school has suggested 
that this l< one of their big needs and we 
arr working very hard to see that it gets 
done. 


"Most of the labor involved will be 


contributed by the Boosters and other 
members of the community although the 
materials Mill probably run about $700. 
What I'm going to try to do is get a little 
item in the paper urging Addison people 
to contribute an> spare lumber they may 
have " 


The press box idea, like most of the 


Booster projects, came about through the 
club's close association with the school 
and its athletic department. The two 
work closely together, and the coopera- 
tion and coordination between them 
helps the club help the school. 


"I can't speak highly enough of the en- 


tire group at the high school," says Kel- 
ly 


To further enhance the affinity 
be- 


turen the club and the school, the Boost- 
er* hold a Coaches Night once a year 
where the coaches discuss their accom- 
the coaches. "It's an informal thing 
where the coaches discuss thdir accom- 
plishments and failures during the sea- 
son — what they set out to do, what their 
problems were. etc. 


"Last jear I came up with the Idea of 


a Sports Appreciation Night. The coaches 
pointed out some of the more subtle or 
less publicised aspects of their sports, 
some of the finer points OB the football 
field or the wrestling mat that parents 
might enjoy wktching." 


The school encourages Booster mem- 


bership by permitting every member to 
attend three athletic events each year 
free of charge — a football game, a bas- 
ketball game, and a gymnastics meet. 


As far as increasing adult attendance 


at athletic events, the Boosters go about 
it in different ways 


First, they have membership cam- 


paigns, sending out invitations to every 
parent of every student participating in 
athletics, encouraging them to join the 
club 


They also hokt two free coffees for par- 


ents after football games and try to 
spark an interest in the club through per- 
sonal contacts In the community. 


When the Boosters began four years 


ago, there were 44 members There are 
now 270. "And there's no reason to think 
that it won't get even bigger in the fu- 
ture," says Kelly who credits Leo Fox 
for its conception. 


Fox, who became the club's first presi- 


dent, "had an older son who went to 
York. They had a Boosters Club there 
and so starting one here was kind of a 
carry-over from that." 


Rich Jeschke was last year's Presi- 


dent, Kelly hoWs the office now, and next 
year Tom Cihlar will take over. 


One of the Club's handicaps throughout 


its brief existence has been money, and 
Kelly is realistic enough to know that the 
treasury may always be modest. 


"Our biggest problem in raising money 


for athletic events is the Addison Recrea- 
tion Club. They're a very strong group 
and they sponsor little league, colt 
league, pony league baseball, kids foot- 
ball and basketball. 


"We nave felt as a group that we want 


to do as much for the school as we can, 
but we realize the financial burden on 
the resident of Addison when he's solic- 
ited for funds after already being ap- 
proached by other groups. 


"So we have more or less tried to limit 


our money-making efforts to selling 
memberships — each member pays five 
or ten dollars or whatever he wants each 
year — and holding a couple of fund-rais- 
ing events every year." 


The Boosters also get a little outside 


help. 


The printing and processing of sports 


schedules Is paid for by the Addison 
State Bank. And the Addison Savings & 
Loan contribute* a SIM) scholarship for 
an Addison Trail athlete. 


But basically the Boosters are simply a 


group of community people who are in- 
terested in kids and in furthering the ath- 
letic program at Addison Trail. 


And there are a lot of kids who played 


intramural ball last year who are glad 
they're around.

Zikes, who decided to give the pro 


bowling tour a serious try after a fantas- 
tic amateur career, admits today that 
it's been as challenging as expected, an 
enlightening experience and one be cer- 
tainly doesn't regret. 


"•Vlld give it a lot of thought before 


joining the tour," he said, "but profes- 
sional bowling, because of television and 
the viewer's acceptance, has a good fu- 
ture. 


"The TV series has definitely changed 


the game, helped provide bigger prize 
funds, and Dick Weber, the president of 
the PBA, says it is estimated that be- 
tween 4-5 million will be watching bowl- 
ing in 1(73 as compared to 2 million 
now." 


As any good television viewer knows, a 


show lives and dies by the ratings and 
the ratings for the Saturday afternoon 
bowling finals are exceptional. The only 
sport with longer continuous live-TV run 
Is college football. 


Today's bowling professionals receive 


fantastic exposure via television. The 
day of the pot-bellied kegler in the sloppy 
slacks is dead. These bowlers are the 
epitome of athletic grace and skill. 


"The big difference between the bowl- 


ers of today and the bowlers of the 
past," says Hall of Famer Andy Van- 
papa, "is that today's bowlers are athlet- 
es in every sense of the word. 


"They're young and strong, have guts, 


brains and know how to concentrate. 
They study the game more, they are 
products of good instruction under fine 
supervision. Of course, there's much 


more incentive too. There's big money to 
be made on and off the lanes. 


"Today, a young bowler can gear his 


life to a career in professional bowling. 
He can work at it full time. Years ago 
there was little money in the game, the 
stars were part-time bowlers and full- 
time workers at something else. A pro 
tour such as exists today was a dream 
we didn't even dream about." 


It's this fantastic growth of pro bowl- 


ing and his own success as an amateur 
that prompted Les Zikes to take a crack 
at the tour, an arduous weekly assign- 
ment that takes you all over the country 
and puts you through more pressure than 
most people realize. 


"No, I haven't been entirely satisfied 


with the way I've been bowling," Zikes 
admits, "but I've learned things in these 
tournaments, on the tour, that I hope 
now will help with each new event. 


"The hardest part is the concentration. 


That's a big factor. I was warned when I 
went on the tour to play my own game, 
not watch anyone else, not watch the 
angles they were playing, but you still 
have that tendency to do it. 


"Now, I'm sticking with my game, but 


you can even see it in the new kids com- 
ing on the tour. It seems like nine out of 
10 will be watching the veterans, trying 
to figure out what angle they're shooting 
at, and it hurts their games." 


When the professkmals arrive at a 


tournameat site, they're allowed practice 
time to go across each laae, play differ- 
ent boards, see how they're booking, 
some even taking notes and not relying 
on their memories. 


"You'd be amazed just ho\v scientific 


some of these pros are now," Zikes 
points out "Nelson Burton not only care- 
fully checks each board, he also looks at 
the cracks between the boards Rav 
Bluth, too. 


"Most bowlers don t want to get quite 


this scientific because they want to be 
free and easy, not tied into knots, but 
everyone has a different way of pre- 
paring." 


Some of these professionals, trying to 


adjust to the variety of lane conditions 
that makes the pro tour so demanding 
even drill different balls \\ith different 
weights for each tournament. 


Les has noted a tendency for the allevs 


to book much more on the average this 
year. "I'm trying to straighten out m> 
ball, and this has been a difficult adjust- 
ment, because I've ahva>s thrown the 
hook." 


The 35-year-old Zikes. who's in New 


Orleans this week, has been doing some 
experimentutg in an effort to get that 
ball working the way he wants. A harder 
ball . . . conventional grip . . . shorter 
span ... they've all been tried. 


He admits he's excited about the pros- 


pect of rolling in the big Tournament of 
Champions next week. 


"They say it's a definite inside shot in 


the Firestone, and that's normally my 
best game. 


"Now, if everything could just go to- 


gether next week ... I'm searching for 
it... I hope it comes back."

million more people in urban areas by 
the year 2.000. and you have the in- 
gredients of a major national problem.

Volpe describes the problem this way: 
"Should we push our dependence on the

beyond some reasonable

What is the answer? Certainly for the 


immediate future there is no substitute 
for the automobile. But the kind of cars 
Americans drive may be radically differ- 
ent within a few years. 


In his environment message to Con- 


gress, President Nixon called for devel- 
opment of a "virtually pollution free" 
car in five years.

People worried about the population

The number of motor vehicles in the 


United States is growing twice as fast as 
the number of people. 


Last year. Detroit gave birth to about 


eight million cars and trucks. But the 
human population produced only 4 mil- 
lion babies. 


What docs this nutnmobile explosion 


mean? It means wealth: In 1969, General 
Motors rang up $25 billion in sales. It 
means empolyment: nearly 14 million 
persons work at the manufacture, dis- 
tribution, and maintenance of cars. It 
means mobility: Americans travel over 
one trillion miles a year by car. 


But if the automobile has brought prog- 


ress, it also has brought problems, par- 
ticularly to America's increasingly con- 
gested cities. 


Getting cars out of cities is not easy. 
In New York, for example, over 600,000 


cars and trucks enter the city each day. 
The most obvious way to cut this flood 
would be to ban commuter traffic alto- 
gether. But that's a step politicians are 
not ready to take. Some cities, like New 
York, have moved slightly in this direc- 
tion by banning auto traffic in limited 
areas. 


Transportation experts see other solu- 


tions. One is to charge still tolls to com- 
muters who use urban expressways. A 
variation would make motorists 
pay 


a higher toll during rush hour than at off 
hours when traffic congestion is low. 


The best way to wean commuters from 


auto travel, experts agree, is to provide 
mass transit facilities that are so fast, so 
efficient and so economical that people 
will find them preferable to driving, 


President Nixon agrees. He has asked 


Congress to approve a 12-year, $10 billion 
mass transit program, biggest in the na- 
tion's history. 


The main emphasis will be on building 


good subways. 


With federal aid the first stirrings of a 


mass transit rebirth in the United States 
are being felt. In San Francisco, the New 
Bay Area Rapid Transit will provide

clean, modern cars, with automated fare 
collection system. The fares will be 
based on distance traveled. 


In Boston, a much larger transit sys- 


tem is now moving out of the planning 
stages, and the old system being reno- 
vated. Chicago is building more transit 
lines. So are Philadephia and Cleveland. 
In Washington, construction has begun 
on a brand new subway. 


But the subway is not the only in- 


gredient of the new mass transit pro- 
gram. The lowly bus also is a key ele- 
ment. They may lack glamor, but buses 
carry 70 per cent of all passengers on 
urban public transportation. 


In the decade of the 1970s, trans- 


portation engineers hope to give the bus 
a new image. The first step is likely to 


be a widespread use of exclusive bus 
lanes on urban highways. 


Other ideas in the works include com- 


putarized systems which would allow a 
passenger to "dial-a-bus" from a stop 
near his home, "dual buses" designed to 
operate either on roads or on railroad 
tracks, gas-turbine-driven buses, and mo- 
norail systems. 


It will cost a lot of money, but all 


transportation experts agree that the 
time to help the cities is running out. 


As Transportation Secretary Volpe put 


it: 


"Cities cannot survive without alterna- 


tive modes of transportation, pollution- 
free buses, rapid rail cars, subways. 
Without better transportation, the cities 
will choke and die."

"A well child is a happy child." 


Working on that theory, well-child clin- 


ics, such as those in Addison and Ben- 
scnville. have sprung up throughout the 
suburbs of Chicago to provide physical 
examinations and appropriate medica- 
tion for preschool children. 


Manned by volunteer workers and reg- 


istered physicians and nurses, the baby 
clinic mostly serves children of families 
that may not be able to afford the in- 
oculations and other medication or who 
possibly don't have a regular family phy- 
sician. 


The clinic specializes 
in caring for 


young children and does so at minimal 
cost to parents. About the only charge 


for parents in DuPage County clinics is 
the 25 cents it costs to replace the dis- 
posable syringe after it is used. 


Other than that, the county health de- 


partment provides the medicine. The 
rest of the needed supplies are purchased 
through donations from local organiza- 
tions, such as the Addison Community 
Chest and Addison Kiwanis Club. 


When the children are brought in to the 


clinic, they are dressed in a hospital 
robe, then weighed, measured and their 
temperatures taken. While they are wait- 
ing to see the doctor, they are sprung 
loose to play with an assortment of toys 
and other objects to keep them busy. 


Then the nurses take over, getting the 


children ready for a visit with the doctor.

According to Gerald A. Finkle, presi- 


dent of CMC, Phase 1 of URBIS, titled 
CRASH (comprehensive retrieval on ac- 
cident search), will quickly tell munici- 
palities where most accidents occur, un- 
der what kinds of conditions, in what 
kinds of situations, at what times of day 
or night, involving who, and why the ac- 
cident occured. 


"Through the use of this information," 


Finkle said, "cities will he able to im- 
prove traffic patterns, eliminate heavy 
accident areas, and study and improve 
street lighting for example." 


Finkle noted too, that it is possible for 


a computerized system of accident infor- 
mation to spot defects in automobile 
manufacture. 


"A trend could easily be detected if a 


certain make of automobile showed up 
frequently in accidents with specific pat- 
terns," he said. "This could be brought 
to the •tlention of manufacturers and de- 
fects could be corrected. 


"Phase 1, CRASH, will be instituted at 


little or not cost to the various commu- 
nities as a test of our program," he said. 


CMC's CRASH program was developed 


to assist police departments, traffic engi- 
neering analysts, urban planning depart- 
ments, and legislative groups to under- 
stand the causes of traffic congestion and 
iccidents 
through comprehensive re- 


trieval and analysis of an indefinite num- 
lier of factors about any one accident re- 
port. 


Finkle asserted that with the growing 


mimi>er of highway accidents and the 
trend toward a greater volume of insur- 
ance claims, requests for specific, de- 
tailed, and accurate information on traf- 
fic 
accidents 
are 
contributing 
sig- 


nificantly to the nation's paper blizzard. 


Finkle told the city officials that his 


company recently met in Washington, 
D.C. with officials of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development and 
members of Illinois Senator Charles Per- 
cy's staff to prepare a proposal for as- 
sistance to municipalities for participa- 
tion in informational retrieval programs. 


"The 
federal government correctly 


feels that more effective urban planning 
and safety planning among other things 
can take place if up-to-date information 
is available when and where it is 
needed," he concluded.

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Citizenship Education Is Urged by Port 


Teaching citizenship should be placed 


at the top of our educational goals, Real- 
tor Rich Port, LaGrange, president of 
the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, said recently. 


"Students should be taught more about 


the free enterprise system than commu- 
nism. They must be convinced that free 
enterprise is our most priceless posses- 
sion," he declared. 


"I suggest that our children again be 


taught Americanism in our homes, in our 
churches, in our schools by those who 
believe in a revival of old-fashioned pa- 
triotism. By those who believe it's a 
privilege, an honor, and an obligation to 
ear our country's uniform, by those that 
know that treating higher standards of 
living accomplishes little if, at the same 
time, we lower standards of morals and 
ethics," said Port. 


Port said that another of the objectives 


of the nation's 91,000 Realtors is to help 
regain control of our environment by 
working actively to stop pollution as a 
part of NAREB's Make America Better 
Program. 


"Realtors whose daily concern is the 


land, the environment of which it is a 
part, must accept this emergency as 
real, immediate, and personal," he said. 


Turning to inflation and the mortgage 


money crisis, Realtor Port noted that 
"while we are all for reducing inflation, 
there is no sensible reason why the brunt 
of this should fall on the housing in- 
dustry. The housing industry for too long 
has been the 'whipping boy' of federal 
fiscal policies." 


He said that continued heavy govern- 


ment spending will not help the situation, 
that thrift institutions cannot compete 
with the government for the sophis- 
ticated investor's dollar, that federal re- 


straints on interest rates have been a de- 
terrent in the free market, and that stop- 
gap answers, providing short range solu- 
tions, are not the answers. 


"We must create a new modern meth- 


od of financing so that mortgage money 
is readily available for the transfer of 
existing property and the construction of 
new housing. We need a long-range solu- 
tion," he stated. 


He said NAREB has proposed that a 


share of the interest on savings and loan 
accounts be tax free. This would be help- 
ful, he added, because a large share of 
home financing is effected by these thrift 
institutions. 


He noted further that the Federal 


Home Loan Bank Board action, per- 
mitting the payment of a higher interest 
rate for those willing to relinquish their 
withdrawing rights for two to five year 
periods, would also be helpful.

come tax even if you fill out the "short 
form." 


Fernstrom Moving System, an inter- 


national moving and storage company 
based in Chicago, says for moving ex- 
penses to be deductible there are three 
conditions the Internal Revenue sets. 
You must be moving to a new job loca- 
tion. This can be for a new employer, old 
employer, or you can be moving on a 
speculative job hunting basis. 


Secondly, your new job must be 20 


miles farther from your old home than 
the old job was. For example, of the dis- 
tance between your old home and work 
was 7 miles, the location of your new job 
must be at least 27 miles from your old 
home. 


The last condition is that you work 39 


weeks in the year following your move at 
your new job. This condition can be 
stretched, though, to mean working at 
least around the area. You do not have to 
work for the same employer for this 
length of time and the weeks do not have 
to be consecutive. 


Here's what you can deduct: Moving 


Expenses. This includes packing, insur- 
ance, actual moving, even from a foreign 
country to the U.S. Transportation ex-

penses, or what it takes to get family 
and pets from here to there. The IRS 
alllows 5 cents a mile standard deduction 
or actual out-of-pocket expenses in- 
cluding meals, lodging, shipping ex- 
penses for pets, etc. 


You can deduct any "in-transit" stor- 


age costs. Post-arrival expenses, though, 
are non-deductible items. Other costs 
which are non-deductible are: money 
spent for temporary shelter once arrived 
at the new location, the cost of breaking 
an old lease, house-hunting expenditures 
or expenses for which your employer 


reimburses you. 


For those moving from an overseas 


country to the U.S., you can deduct mov- 
ing expenses of shipping furniture, air or 
boat fares, meals and lodging while in 
transit. Moving costs for servants are not 
included.

Bundy: Buy a Home 


by KEN HARDWICKS 


Despite high interest rates, taxes, 


rents, inflation and tight money, now is 
the best time to buy a home. At least, 
that is what Edward Bundy, president of 
Bundy-Morgan Realty in Itasca, is say- 
ing 


Bundy believes people seeking homes 


should purchase them now before the sit- 
uation worsens. 


"People who can afford to buy should 


buy at the present time because when 
money becomes plentiful (1971?), the 
price of homes and land will go up" af- 
firms Bundy. "1 don't think interest rates 
are going to go down until 1976. It's not 
going to get any better." 


BtNDY BLAMES the recession in 


home buying on a public ignorance of

financing, tight money and the rising 
cost of construction. 


"There has been 90 per cent increase 


in home mortgage payments since 1954 
because of rising interest rates, the high 
cost of construction and the increased 
value of land," admits the realtor. 


The president added that 5/6 of the 


present increase in home prices is a re- 
sult of escalated construction and land 
costs. Only 1/5 is due to rising interest 
rates. 


Because of all the negative factors 


against buying a house, the public has 
become propagandized into thinking that 
purchasing a home is improbable, if not 
impossible. 


THAT IS NOT THE case according to 


Bundy and Preston Martin, chairman of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank Board. 


Martin sees home interest loans rising 


to 9 and 10 per cent in the near future. 
The noted economist states that the long- 
er potential home owners wait the more 
a new house will cost him. 


"It's just not good consumer tactics to 


delay the purchase of a house," Martin 
asserts. "If you can afford the new-home 
prices of today, you ought to buy." 


The hesitant home buyer, leary of ob- 


taining a mortgage, is what is irritating 
area realtors in the county. 


"PSYCHOLOGICALLY 
people 
feel 


they cannot get mortgages but there are 
many ways they can do it," said Bundy, 


The Itasca realtor suggests that young 


and ok) couples should apply for FHA 
and VA loans as well as conventional 
loans. He claims with conviction that 
they are not as hard to acquire as people 
think. 


Other ways of available financing a 


home includes land contracts, assump- 
tion of mortgages and junior mortgages. 
All of which are readily available to 
married couples who desire a home. 


Caught in between the money squeeze 


is the young couple who must pay ex- 
orbitant rents because they believe they 
cannot afford a home. Bundy claims 
most married couples can afford a home 
and actually save money by buying one. 


"YOU CAN FIND people a home if 


they are willing to buy and there is a 
willing seller," Bundy assets. 


The realtor is also interested in seeing 


that his clients can financially afford a 
home. He substantiates his philosophy 
with a computer-telephone that programs 
all financial qualifications of a potential 
home-buyer into the Realtors Computer 
Service Inc. in Detroit. 


The phone-computer reviews a buyer's 


investment, analyzes his status, and in 
general, adequately informs people on 
the advantages and disadvantages in 
buying a particular home. 


If buying a home is in the near future, 


Bundy suggests a used one. 


"A person's best buy today is in used 


homes because everything has been tak- 
en care of," Bundy affirms. "New homes 
will go up in cost consistently because of 
the cost of labor." 


WHILE THERE IS a great demand for 


homes, the supply is rapidly dwindling. 
Homeowners who put off buying a home 
to acquire more down payment may be 
costing themselves precious time and un- 
necessary rent payments. 


Although he is in the business of selling 


homes, the Itasca realtor states that he 
will advise couples not to purchase a 
house if they cannot afford it. 


"People have to have confidence in 


realtors," Bundy stressed. "We're not 
out to take them, we're out to help them. 


Helping people is part of Bundy's pro- 


fession. And he suggests that people help 
themselves by seeing if they can buy a 
home and doing it now.

Roselle, and Mrs. Gloria Raymundo Jua- 
rez, 17W337 Crest, Bensenville, both de- 
livered baby girls at St. Alexius Hospital 
Wednesday night after being brought 
there by snowplows. The doctor came by 
snowmobile. 


When the car of Dr. Peter Scalzitti, a 


Mount Prospect obstetrician, became 
stuck int he snow at Route 58 and Arling- 
ton Heights Road, the hospital sent a 
snowmoible to bring him to the hospital, 
but that vehicle also became mired. 


Dr. Scalzitti was brought to the hospi- 


tal in another private auto, and delivered 
babies of two women brought to the hos- 
pital in snowplows and another who ar- 
rived in a snowmobile. 


In Addison truck traffic blocked the 


eastbound lane of Lake Street from 
Route 53 to Addison Road. Village police 
limited traffic westbound on Lake from 
Addison Road until the roads were 
cleared in mid-morning. 


Local civil defense and some fire and 


rescue units throughout the county were 
kept busy all day aiding police in traffic 
direction and other emergency calls. 


Electricity was terminated in many 


parts of Addison while telephone lines 
were jammed with emergency calls. In 
many cases snow-bogged workers never 
were able to phone employers because of 
busy lines. 


Irving Park Road was kept relatively 


clear through both Itasca and Wood 
Dale. Police were taking necessary pre- 
cautions in turning heavy traffic east be- 
cause westbound traffic was backed up. 


Stanley Rossol, Itasca police chief, in- 


dicated it took motorists at least two 
hours to reach Roselle, only three miles 
down the road. Rossol was busy at the 


dispatcher's phone issuing orders to an 
overworked police department. 


For many the tragedy of a snow-cov- 


ered Easter was met with jubilation. 
School children jammed the streets with 
snowball battles and quick rising snow- 
men. For them, extra snow meant an ex- 
tra day of Easter vacation. A nine-foot 
snowman was reportedly built on Miner 
Street in Bensenville. 


Roselle police were having more prob- 


lems with people than snow. Robert 
Greve, acting police chief, had three 
calls from women expecting babies. If 
that wasn't enough to shake the men in 
blue, Roselle's village hall became a 
boarding bouse for motorists stranded 
overnight. 


"They had plows going all over the vil- 


lage," according to Roselle trustee Ken- 
neth Rummer. "Our street department 
personnel were putting forth their best 
effort." 


In Bloomingdale traffic was slow but 


moving steadily on Lake Street. Village 
police could not make it to their station 
during the early morning hours and all 
emergency calls were handled by Rcselle 
police 


Bensenville police Lt. Arthur Garcia 


said everything was "under control" yes- 
terday morning. About 75 per cent of the 
side streets were clear at that time. 


A Memorial Hospital spokesman in 


Elmhurst told the Register a large num- 
ber of heart attack victims and injuries 
from snowblowers were being received. 


Commonwealth Edison spokesmen said 


yesterday several main power lines were 
downed in Addison township, especially 
Bensenville and parts of Addison. Ser- 
vice was restored later. 


Bloomingdale township, the spokesman 


said, had better service and fewer re- 
ports of damage. Full reports on the ex- 
tent of failures will not be known until 
later. 


A large section along Lake Street in 


Addison and farther west was reported 
as hardest hit, the spokesman said. 


Train commuters numberd about half 


the normal, a Roselle train station 
spokesman told the Register. Eastbound 
trains were running about 20 minutes be- 
hind schedule yesterday morning and 
westbound trains were up to 45 minutes 
behind.

A long time ago a man said the way to 


get people willing to pay taxes is to have 
them understand it will cost more if they 
do not pay the taxes. 


Lake with education. Yes. it means 


taxes. What if we take the other course 
and do not pay for what it costs to edu- 
cate. The cost will be more. We don't 
want uneducated people growing up to 
take over our country. Inevitably we will 
pay for what it costs to educate them. 


The same is true in regard to family 


problems. If the family next door falls to 
pieces, the rest of us will have to pick up 
the pieces in one way or another in order 
to have a community In which we want 
to live. It would cost less to prevent the 
family break-up to begin with. 


YOUR FAMILY SERVICE Association 


of DuPage County has prevented many 
family break-ups by helping to prevent a 
few of the things that sometimes go 
wrong with a marriage. This has pre- 
vented throwing children into one-parent 
homes. Such avoidance of institutional 
care, which at its best frequently means 
a life for a child that cannot be the same 
as family life, has a very real dollar val- 
ue. But the dollar cost is not all. The 
costs in emotional damage arc far great- 
er. 


None of us likes anything about the sit- 


uation. It would be easiest to ignore it 
and proceed without concern, Isolated. 


The trouble is in a thing called "con- 


science" plus the inevitable eventual 
cost. 


It comes down, in part, to a question of 


just how close it gets. Statistics about 
starvation in a far off place are not 
close.

they cannot get mortgages but there are 
many ways they can do it," said Bundy. 


The Itasca realtor suggests that young 


and old couples should apply for FHA 
and VA loans as well as conventional 
loans He claims with conviction that 
they are not as hard to acquire as people 
think 


Other ways of available financing a 


home includes land contracts, assump- 
tion of mortgages and junior mortgages 
All of which are readily available to 
married couples who desire a home. 


Caught in between the money squeeze 


is the young couple who must pay ex- 
orbitant rents because they believe they 
cannot afford a home, Bundy claims 
most married couples can afford a home 
and actually save money by buying one. 


"YOU 
CAN FIND people a home if 


they are willing to buy and there is a 
willing seller," Bundy assets. 


The realtor is also interested in seeing 


that his clients can financially afford a 
home He substantiates his philosophy 
with a computer-telephone that programs 
all financial qualifications of a potential 
home-buyer into the Realtors Computer 
Service Inc in Detroit. 


The phone-computer reviews a buyer's 


investment, analyzes his status, and in 
general, adequately informs people on 
the advantages and disadvantages in 
buying a particular home. 


If buying a home is in the near future, 


,Bundy suggests a used one. 


"A person's best buy today is in used 


homes because everything has been tak- 
en care of," Bundy affirms. "New homes 
will go up in cost consistently because of 
the cost of labor " 


WHILE THERE IS a great demand for 


homes, the supply is rapidly dwindling. 
Homeowners who put off buying a home 
to acquire more down payment may be 
costing themselves precious time and un- 
necessary rent payments. 


Although he is in the business of selling 


homes, the Itasca realtor states that he 
will advise couples not to purchase a 
house if they cannot afford it. 


"People have to have confidence in 


realtors," Bundy stressed. "We're not 
out to take them, we're out to help them. 


Helping people is part of Bundy's pro- 


fession. And he suggests that people help 
themselves by seeing if they can buy a 
home and doing it now.

Dist 12 Looks To Banks 


Rosette's School Dist. 12 will run out of 


money in April and must borrow $75,000 
to complete the school year, according to 
Supt. James W. Bagg. 


Bagg recently presented a summary of 


the district's finances to school board 
members He explained the district's 
educational fund would be depleted be- 
fore the first installment of 1969 property 
taxes comes in June. Consequently the 
district must sell .tax anticipation war- 
rants, credits on the expected taxes, to 
cover operating expenses during the 
three month gap. When the 1969 tax mon- 
ey arrives, the district will redeem the 
warrants at a 6 per cent interest rate. 
Borrowing $75,000 will mean a district 
pay back of $80,000. 


EVEN THE EXPECTED state aid and 


a transfer of $45,000 into the educational 
fund from the working cash fund will not 
carry the district through June, when al- 
most $200,000 in tax money L> expected. 
This revenue is part of the district budg- 
et for the 1970-71 school year. 


The district's educational fund had a 


balance of $2,549.75 March 1. Another 
$121,539.28 of state aid is expected for the 
four-month period from March through 
June. The total amount will not come at 
.one time, however, but will be staggered 
on a monthly basis. 


The district's monthly projected oper- 


ating expenses total $56,500 or $226,000 
for the March through June period. 


The district's surplus created by the 


arrival of June taxes wfll quickly 
dwindle because of payments of teach- 
er's salaries for July and August. Dist. 
12 teacher* are paid on a 12-month basis 
instead of a 9-month period.

A long time ago a man said the way to 


get people willing to pay taxes is to have 
them understand it will cost more if they 
do not pay the taxes 


Like with education. Yes, it means 


taxes. What if we take the other course 
and do not pay for what it costs to edu- 
cate. The cost will be more. We don't 
want uneducated people growing up to 
take over our country. Inevitably we will 
pay for what it costs to educate them. 


The same is true in regard to family 


problems. If the family next door falls to 
pieces, the rest of us will have to pick up 
the pieces in one way or another in order 
to have a community In which we want 
to live. It would cost less to prevent the 
family break-up to begin with. 


YOUR FAMILY SERVICE Association 


of DuPage County has prevented many 
family break-ups by helping to prevent a 
few of the things that sometimes go 
wrong with a marriage.

A long time ago a man said the way to 


get people willing to pay taxes is to have 
them understand it will cost more if they 
do not pay the taxes. 


Like With education. Yes. it means 


taxes. What if we take the other course 
and do not pay for what it costs to edu- 
cate. The cost will be more. We don't 
want uneducated people growing up to 
take over our country. Inevitably we will 
pay for what it costs to educate them. 


The same is true in regard to family 


problems. If the family next door falls to 
pieces, the rest of us will have to pick up 
the pieces in one way or another in order 
to have a community in which we want 
to live. It would cost less to prevent the 
family break-up to begin with.

In Addison truck traffic blocked the 


eastbound lane of Lake Street from 
Route 53 to Addison Road. Village police 
limited traffic westbound on Lake from 
Addison Road until the roads were 
cleared in mid-morning. 


Local civil defense and some fire and 


rescue units throughout the county were 
kept busy all day aiding police in traffic 
direction and other emergency calls. 


Electricity was terminated in many 


parts of Addison while telephone lines 
were jammed with emergency calls. In 
many cases snow-bogged workers never 
were able to phone employers because of 
busy lines. 


Irving Park Road was kept relatively 


clear through both Itasca and Wood 
Dale Police were taking necessary pre- 
cautions in turning heavy traffic east be- 
cause westbound traffic was backed up. 


Stanley Rossol, Itasca police chief, in- 


dicated it took motorists at least two 
hours to reach Roselle, only three miles 
down the road. Rossol was busy at the 
dispatcher's phone issuing orders to an 
overwoi ked police department. 


For many the tragedy of a snow-cov- 


ered Easter was met with jubilation. 
School children jammed the streets with 
snowball battles and quick rising snow- 
men. For them, extra snow meant an ex- 
tra day of Easter vacation. A nine-foot 
snowman was reportedly built on Miner 
Street in Bensenville. 


Roselle police were having more prob-

said everything was "under control" yes- 
terday morning. About 75 per cent of the 
side streets were clear at that time

Elmhurst told the Register a large num- 
ber of heart attack victims and injuries 
from snowblowers were being received 


Commonwealth Edison spokesmen said 


yesterday several main power lines were 
downed in Addison township, especial!;, 
Bensenville and parts of Addison Ser- 
vice was restored later. 


Bloomingdale township, the spokesman 


said, had better service and fewer re- 
ports of damage Full reports on the ex- 
tent of failures will not be known until 
later. 


A large section along Lake Street in 


Addison and farther west was reported 
as hardest hit, the spokesman said. 


Train commuters numberd about half 


the normal, a Roselle train station 
spokesman told the Register. Eastbound 
trains were running about 20 minutes be- 
hind schedule yesterday morning and 
westbound trains were up to 45 minutes 
behind.

A long time ago a man said the way to 


get people willing to pay taxes is to have 
them understand it will cost more if they 
do not pay the taxes.

The snack bars ran out of food at mid- 


night Incoming flights were diverted to 
Milwaukee. Cleveland and Louisville. 
The Mannheim Road motels were filled. 
United and Continental suspended all 
flights after midnight Children and col- 
lege students slept as they waited for 
flights 
0' H a r e International Airport, the 


world's busiest airport, was a crowded 
and isolated way station and dead end 
Wednesday night and Thursday morning 
for thousands of travelers waiting, hope 
against hope, to get out of Chicago. 


For those who stood in endless, ticket 


lines and gazed at flight boards which 
read "See Agent" and "Cancelled" and 
"Delayed." it was monotonous, tiring 
and irritating. 


IT WAS A THREE-WAY crunch for 


travelers. If it wasn't the PATCO strike 
(which cut flights to the east coast), it 
was the blizzard outside (which shut the 
airport at 1 a m.) or it was the inability 
to get a flight sometime on Thursday 
(the airlines were booked solid until Sat- 
urday with Easter passengers). 


This reporter was a typical victim. I 


arrived at O'Hare Airport at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday hoping to catch Eastern 
flight 637 at 7 30 to Orlando, Florida, and 
four days of sunshine. At 7 p.m. the snow 
was beginning to accumulate on the 
ground. 


I LEFT THE airport at 3 a.m. Thurs- 


day. The snow had become an eight-inch 
buzzard which cancelled all flights, filled 
all the surrounding hotels, made the Ken- 
nedy Expressway and all other roads al- 
most impassable, and made life a miser- 
able, freezing and threatening disaster. 


At 7 p.m. my wife and I joined long 


lines of other woukl-be passengers at the 
Eastern counter. The sign for Flight 637 
read "See Agent." The harried agent 
told me to come back at 8:30. 


By 8:30, a dramatic change had oc- 


ever, we had to walk about 100 feet 
curred in the status of Flight 637. The 
board now read "In Progress — Circling 
Field Waiting for Landing Permission." 
My wife and I prepared feverishly for 
the departure It couldn't be more than 
20 minutes. 


By 10 p.rn , the status had not changed. 


I asked the agent what was happening, 
and be said to check back at 11 30. He 
told another man that the flight was held 
in Louisville until the aircraft 
was 


cleared. 


AT 11:30, I CHECKED back and, in- 


deed, there was a change. "See Agent" 
was back on the board, and he told me to 
come back at 12:30 


Meanwhile, most of the passengers 


faced one similar problem: how and 
when to get out of Chicago. An older 
man, reeking of liquor, told me he had to 
get out of Chicago by Friday to return to 
Raleigh for his trial. I asked him what 
the trial was about: 


"Oh, I killed a man in North Caro- 


lina." 


He was out on bond and had been vis- 


iting a relative in Kenosha. His flight left 


at 10:30, only two hours late, and I hope 
he was sober enough to find the gate. 


Not only the passengers had problems. 


Mike Seeling, a Herald photographer, ap- 
peared and said he was waiting for rela- 
tives to arrive. We had a cup of coffee 
and groaned together about contempo- 
rary transportation. 


BY 12:31, I CHECKED back at the 


board and I was told that the airport was 
temporarily closed to clear a runway. 
Over the public address system United 
and 
Continental 
delayed all 
flights 


(United until 3 a.m.). The same persons 
that had waited all evening still gazed 
blankly at the board. 


Suddenly, however, at 1 a.m. the an- 


nouncement came: board Flight 637 at 
Gate D-5. My wife and I dashed to the 
gate, with visions of sunshine 
and 


warmth on our minds. 


We were delayed there, too, as our 


tickets were slowly checked and we were 
told that the flight was "expected" to de- 
part soon. Several children and college 
students curled up on the floor, as out- 
side all we could see was blowing snow. 


Finally, the doors were opened. How- 


through ankle-deep slush to reach the 
plane. Once aboard, we settled in and 
waited tor Florida to materialize. 


HOWEVER, AT ABOUT 2:15 a m , we 


learned that our five-hour O'Hare stay 
had been fruitless. The pilot announced 
the only open runway had three inches of 
slush on it, and since it would take three 
or four hours to clear the runway, this 
flight was now unloading. The passen- 
gers, some muttering and 
cursing, 


trudged through the slush and back into 
the crowded airport. 


It was evident to many that the delay 


would be much, much longer than three 
or four hours. For me, the morning at 
O'Hare ended as a baggage clerk and I 
sorted through two snow-crusted carts to 
retrieve suitcases 


The drive home from O'Hare was slow 


and treacherous. All of the signs were 
obscured, cars and trucks could not exit 
from the Kennedy because the inclined 
ramps were blocked and abandoned cars 
littered the highway like discarded toys. 
And the wind and snow cut at your skin 
like frozen razor blades. 


Some of those thousands of persons 


who braved the wind and snow are per- 
haps still waiting patiently at O'Hare this 
morning. Some are waiting for that pre- 
cious open seat or the valuable standby 
place in line. 


Others have extended their stay in Chi- 


cago, and are staying with friends or 
relatives A few have hotel reservations 
here. Still others have left Chicago by 
car, train, bus or thumb. Perhaps by this 
morning the'airport is operating normal- 
ly. 


Outrageous? Yes. Ludicrous? Yes. Un- 


forgettable? Yes. Inevitable? Perhaps. 
Today, a 747 super-jet can whisk 300 per- 
sons across the country, but a bunch of 
lousy snowplows and giant airline com- 
panies can't get you out of town for 24 
hours if the weather is wrong. 


And the victims of the delays, at least 


Wednesday and Thursday, took their 
problems with good grace. Few persons 
became publicly angered or irritated 
And that is surprising, for the thousands 
of persons present at O'Hare had many 
reasons to become quite angry at the 
weather, the air controllers, and the air- 
lines themselves.

Union Oil station, said that many motor- 
ists were transported to the Union Oil 
Co. office building just east of the ser- 
vice station in a panel truck. The Union 
Oil Company's cafeteria was opened to 
accommodate the motorists.

A few motorists stayed overnight at 


the Union Oil building, according to the 
assistant manager. Over 100 cars were 
stalled near the gas station. 


T H E STRANDED motorists were 


drinking coffee, talking, and waiting for 
roads to be opened Thursday. 


Major highways in Schaumburg Town- 


ship were impassable Thursday morning, 
but snowplows were beginning to clear 
roads where possible. However, stalled 
cars made clearing operations difficult. 


The stranded drivers 
were served 


lunch Thursday in the Union Oil Cafe- 
teria, and nobody could be heard com- 
plaining about the inconveniences caused 
by the heavy snowfall. 


Periodically, Schaumburg police would 


make reports to the drivers on the state 
of highway clearance. However, Golf 
Road remained impassable and several 
stalled cars had been "abandoned" in 
front of the Union Oil building.

Union Oil station before major roads be- 
came impassable Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to Wagner, who resides at 419

"Golf Road was closed about 11 p.m. 


Wednesday, and no traffic has moved 
since," Wagner said. 


"If the weather warms up, then maybe 


they can get one traffic lane open at 
least and some of these cars can get 
moving," added the station 
manager. 


Wagner had been on duty since 2 p.m. 
Wednesday and was looking forward to 
being relieved Thursday. 


Although the Union Oil Co. office was 


closed Thursday, the cafeteria was being 
kept open for the convenience of the 
stranded motorists.

DuPage County digs itself out of the 
white disaster which hit yesterday, the 
sixth da> of Spnng. 


Mrs. Lee Rasmussen. 332 Berkshire, 


Roselle. and Mrs Gloria Raymundo Jua- 
rez, 17W337 Crest, Bensenville, both de- 
livered baby girls at St Alexius Hospital 
Wednesday night after being brought 
there by snowplows. The doctor came by 
snowmobile. 


When the car of Dr Peter Scalzitti. a 


Mount Prospect obstetrician, became 
stuck int he snow at Route 58 and Arlin >- 
ton Heights Road, the hospital sent a 
snowmoible to bring him to the hospital, 
but that vehicle also became mired. 


Dr. Scalzitti was brought to the hospi- 


tal In another private auto, and delivered 
babies of two women brought to the hos- 
pital in snowplows and another who ar- 
rived in a snowmobile. 


In Addison truck traffic blocked the 


eastbound lane of Lake Street 
from 


Route S3 to Addison Road. Village police 
limited traffic westbound on Lake from 
Addison Road until the roads were 
cleared In mid-morning. 


Local civil defense and some fire and 


rescue units throughout the county were 
kept busy all day aiding police in traffic 
direction and other emergency cells 


Electricity was terminated m many 


part* of Addison while telephone lines 
were jammed with emergency calls In 
many cases snow-bogged workers never 
were able to phone employers because of 
busy lines. 


Irving Park Road was kept relatively 


clear through both Itasca and Wood 
Dale. Police were taking necessary pre- 
cautions in turning heavy traffic east be- 
cause westbound traffic was backed up 


Stanley Rossol, Itasca police chief, in- 


dicated it took motorists at least two 
hours to reach Roselle, only thrje miles 
down the road, Rossol was busy at the 
dispatcher's phone issuing orders to an 
overworked police department. 


For many the tragedy of a snow-cov- 


ered Easter was met with jubilation. 
School children jammed the streets with 


snowball battles and quick rising snow- 
men For them, extra snow meant an ex- 
tra day of Easter vacation. A nine-foot 
snowman was reportedly built on Miner 
Street in Bensenville. 


Roselle police were having more prob- 


lems with people than snow Robert 
Greve, acting police chief, had three 
calls from women expecting babies. If 
that wasn't enough to shake the men in 
blue, Roselle s village hall became a 
boarding house for motorists stranded 
overnight. 


"They had plows going all over the vil- 


lage," according to Roselle trustee Ken- 
neth Hummer. "Our street department 
personnel were putting forth their best 
effort " 


In Bloommgdale traffic was slow but 


moving steadily on Lake Street. Village 
police could not make it to their station 
during the early morning hours and all 
emergency calls were handled by Roselle 
police. 


Bensenville police Lt. Arthur Garcia 


said everything was "under control" yes- 
terday morning About 75 per cent of the 
side streets were clear at that time. 


A Memorial Hospital spokesman in 


Elmhurst told the Register a large num- 
ber of heart attack victims and injuries 
from snowblouers were being received. 


Commonwealth Edison spokesmen said 


yesterday several main power lines were 
downed in Addison township, especially 
Bensenville and parts of Addison.

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Snow Hampers Crash Query 
By Federal Safety Board 


FILLING A METAL basket used to boll Easter eggs in 
preparation of Elk Grove Village Jaycees annual hunt

Heavy snow yesterday hampered ef- 


forts by investigators to learn the cause 
of an airplane crash Wednesday night 
near Pal-Waukee Airport south of Wheel- 
ing. 


The craft went down in a wooded area 


in a forest preserve. The heavy snow 
plus the density of the trees near the 
crash site is hampering the investigation. 


Federal Aviation Administration offi- 


cials said yesterday the twin-engine, six 
passenger plane crashed at about 7:40 
p.m. Wednesday. An investigation of the 
accident, which resulted in the death of 
the pilot and serious injuries to a passen- 
ger, will be made by the National Trans- 
portation and Safety Board, FAA offi- 
cials said. 


KILLED IN THE crash was Stephen 


K. Kinder, 32, of Newcastle, Ind., Robert 
John, 49, also of Newcastle, remained in 
serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal in Des Plaines yesterday with mul- 
tiple fractures and injuries. 


The plane crashed in the forest pre- 


serve a half mile north of Willow Road, 
and a half mile east of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, just minutes after it had left the 
airport at 7:39 p.m. A witness at the 
nearby Clayton House Motel called the 
airport's control tower to tell them he 
saw the plane strike the tops of trees in 
the forest preserve. 


A SEARCH PARTY of 40 people in- 


cluding 15 civilian volunteers, Wheeling 
police and firemen and Cook County 
Sheriff's police reached the plane about 9 
p.m. Sheriff's police said that four-wheel- 
drive trucks and snowmobiles were used 
to reach the plane, along a bridle path in 


the woods. Firemen spoted the pla.:e 
which came to rest in a tree. 


Both crash victims were employes of 


the Ingersoll Steel Co. and had been in 
Chicago on business. 


Three passengers were left at Pal- 


Waukee before the craft took off for a 
return flight to Newcastle. 


They were Howard J. Davis of Floss- 


moor, a vice president of Borg Warner 
Corp.; Charles Brooks, an assistant pur- 
chasing agent for Ingersoll. and Mitchell 
Curtis of San Francisco.

"The biggest thing that hurt us was the 


cars," he said. "If it was a matter of a 
straight path, we could really go."

"Expressway ramps and narrow pave- 


"We 
needed end-loaders or a dozer to maneu- 
ver around and clear these vehicles, he 
said of stalled or abandoned cars. In 
some cases, a landlord had to give per- 
mission for equipment to come onto 
property to maneuver in removing cars, 
he noted. 


THE MAINTENANCE engineer pre- 


dicted state routes would be open by 
Thursday's rush hour traffic. He said the 
state was contracting for extra equip* 
ment and had helicopters up spotting 
problem areas. 


A particular sore spot was Algonquin 


Road, west of Plum Grove Road, where 
four state vehicles were trying to get 
around stalled cars.

Thurs- 
day morning that the brunt of the storm 
would be from 5:30 to 8:30 a.m. and 
crews that normally go off shift at 7:30 
a.m. were kept on, he said.

"She's an awfully strong baby. She 


was able to turn over when she was only 
a month old. I think that fact, and the 
wonderful care the hospital gave her 
were the reasons why she was able to 
live." 


Today Miriam, now 11 weeks old, 


weighs over five pounds. She has healthy 
pink cheeks, bright blue eyes and small 
tufts of soft, sandy-colored hair, and a 
very thankful family.

'Dump' Suit Filed 


Illinois Atty. General William Scott 


filed suit Tuesday against the city of Chi- 
cago to halt illegal dumping and open 
burning of refuse on Chicago O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport property near Ben- 
senville 


Scott charged that Chicago has per- 


mitted privately operated trucks to use a 
portion of O'Hare Airport as a dumping 
ground for refuse and combustible mate- 
rial. Burning of this material causes air 
pollution and airline pilots have com- 
plained that smoke from the dump inter- 
feres with visibility when landing, Scott 
said. 


John Varble, Bensenville village presi- 


dent, recently told Scott that people from 
the O'Hare Control Tower have asked 


where the smoke is coming from. The 
dump is in Cook County, but is adjacent 
to Bensenville village limits 


Scott's suit, filed in Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court, asks for a permanent in- 
junction to prevent Chicago from contin- 
uing the practice of dumping and open 
burning on O'Hare property. 


THE SUIT ALSO asks the court to re- 


quire the city to answer S -oil's com- 
plaint within 21 days, and 
ked for a 


temporary injunction against Chicago 
during that time 


In November 1968, Richard Young, 


Bensenville pollution control officer, ac- 
companied an inspector from the Chi- 
cago Office of Air Pollution Control, to 
order the city's Bureau of Forestry, 


Parkway, and Beautification employes 
to stop the burning on the 40-acre dump. 


Scott's action came when the village 


and area residents complained that air 
pollutants were still coming from the 
ares. Varble sought Scott's help after re- 
peated pleas by the village failed to pro- 
duce any action.

The Way We See It 
Overturn Gun Rule 


A very disturbing development 


at the Illinois Constitutional Con- 
vention has been the insistence of 
the bill of rights committe to in- 
clude a provision in the new Con- 
stitution guaranteeing the citizens 
of the state protection from any in- 
fringement on their right to bear 
arms. 


If the committee's proposal — 


which was emotionally 
debated 


twice and voted on twice — is ac- 
cepted by the full convention, it is 
quite probable that the Illinois leg- 
islature would be prohibited from 
passing laws regulating the sale 
and ownership of firearms, and lo- 
cal municipalities, 
which 
may 


have the need for such legislation, 
also would be prevented 
from 


doing so. 


We believe this action by the bill 


of rights committee, which was 
supported by two local delegates 
who are members of the com- 
mittee, was a grave mistake for 
several reasons. 


The delegates seem to be forget- 


ting just what a bill of rights is in- 
tended to be. When the convention 
opened last December, each dele- 
gate was given a 624-page book on 
the Illinois Constitution which ex- 
plained, in detail, the history and 
purposes of each item in the Con- 
stitution and compared the Illinois 
document with the constitutions of 
other states. 


The book had been prepared by 


two experts on constitutional law 
under the direction of the Illinois 
Constitution Study Commission. It 


was given to the delegates as a 
guide for their deliberations. 


In the chapter discussing the bill 


of rights, the authors state: "A bill 
of rights in a state constitution, as 
in the United States Constitution, 
seeks to define rights and liberties 
so fundamental to a free society as 
to remain invulnerable or only 
partly subject to governmental au- 
thority." 


We believe that is an excellent 


description of what a bill of rights 
should be and we consider it very 
unfortunate that the bill of rights 
committee at Con-Con does not 
agree. 


Certainly, the right to bear arms 


is not a right or liberty so funda- 
mental to a free society that it 
should remain invulnerable to gov- 
ernmental authority. 


Instead, it is a right that paral- 


lels the right to drive an automo- 
bile or to build a house or to get a 
job which, in many cases, require 
c e r t a i n governmental controls, 
guidelines or restrictions. 


Constitutional 
r e s t r ictions 


against such legislation will lead to 
tht same problems which resulted 
in the overwhelming call by the 
voteis of a constitutional con- 
vention — too many restrictions in 
the Constitution which hamstrung 
both state and local governments. 


There also is 
another 
very 


serious reason why the convention 
as a whole should not include the 
suggestion of the bill of rights com- 
mittee. 


In both Springfield and Washing- 


ton, the issue of gun control legisla- 
tion has been among the most emo- 
tional in recent years and has been 
among the most heavily lobbied. 


The polarization that has re- 


sulted is certain to arise again if 
the Constitution submitted to Illi- 
nois voters later this year provides 
a new forum for this debate. An 
emotional issue such as this is 
quite likely to command most of 
the attention during debate on the 
entire document and feelings for or 
against may be so strong that the 
entire Constitution would be voted 
down. The time and money spent 
by the state on the current con- 
vention cannot be allowed to be 
wasted because of an issue that 
does not belong in the Constitution 
in the first place. 


The question of gun control legis- 


lation belongs to the legislature 
where both the proponents and op- 
ponents can argue their sides of 
the story when laws are proposed. 
It dees not belong in the bill of 
rights. 


We urge the convention as a 


whole to overrule the proposal of 
the bill of rights committee and we 
encourage local delegates Mrs. 
Virginia Macdonald of Arlington 
Heights and Thomas Kelleghan of 
West Chicago to reverse them- 
selves, remembering that a bill of 
rights is intended to protect funda- 
mental rights, not to replace exist- 
ing constitutional resrictions and 
detail with new ones. 


The Political Beat 
Vote Getting's the Game

With both Republican and Democratic 


parties far from unified in Illinois and 
with a large independent vote that shuns 
primaries Sen. Ralph T. Smith and Adlai 
E Stevenson III primary winners re- 
spectively, are eyeing this 1970 Novem- 
ber classic with high hopes but with no 
over-confidence. 


With only a fraction of the registered 


vote showing up at the primary and the 
public temper other than predictable, it 
behooves both nominees to search the 
changing trends for what will prove the 
key to election success. Possibly not 
since the uncertain political weather of 
thr early I910's have major candidates 
been so sensitive to what might turn up 
in tomorrow's news What turns up in the 
coming months will have more than a 
little influence in the naming of a sena- 
tor. It might even cancel out organiza- 
tion support, campaign money and those 
political instruments deemed so neces- 
sary in winning a major election cam- 
paign 


THAT THIS IS recognized by both can- 


didates is seen in their eagerness to latch 
on to any and every event that appears 
to give them a plus voter-wise. Examples 
are Smith's badgering Stevenson for a 
commitment on the Conspiracy 7 trial 
and Stevenson's "alarm" over the U.S. 
military plane deal with Libya while at 
the same time withholding planes from 
Israel who wants to purchase them. 


When these events are examined and 


developed as election issues they are 
seen to touch every voter's opinion no 
matter how ill or well informed. This 
kind of jockeying the next few months 
keeps the candidate image alive and 
impresses upon the citizen that there's 
more than • little it stake Nov. 3. 


Normally a dry season in any election 


year, the after primary months are even 
more so in 1970 when the inflation-reces- 
sion syndrome is raising questions about 
the capabilities of honest experts. This Is 
a sign that the times are truly out of 
Joint but It is also a reassurance to politi- 
cal candidates of whatever faith that a 
ready audience is always available. 


SO OUR POLITICAL Lochinvars ride 


into the storm searching for a trend and 
eager to pounce upon anything that looks 
like an issue in their cause. This will go 
OB until perhaps next August when the

formal campaign begins in earnest, we 
are told with debates Lincoln-Douglas 
style. 


In the meantime a pretty broad and 


solid perspective will have been built out 
of the current events and their relation 
to the public welfare from which to 
launch these respective senate candidate 
images. How well issues are created 
from what promises to be dramatic oc- 
currences in the social-political milieu in 
1970 will .net the direction of the cam- 
paign. How they reflect the image of 
Sen. Smith and his Democratic opponent 
will spell the outcome of the election. 


Take the postal strike during which the 


President called out the military. Some 
say it was unprecedented and unneces- 
sary, that the executive authority could 
have been used much more effectively 
by calling all adversaries together. But 
the President has a duty to protect and 
defend the general welfare and to see to 
it that the laws of the land are duly exe- 
cuted. No matter what the justification, 
failure of postal workers to report for 
work notwithstanding a court injunction 
was a strike against federal authority. 
The President had a duty to act responsi- 
bly and he chose this method. 


t'NDER OUR two-party system, with a 


Republican chief executive and a Demo- 
cratic Congress, difference of opinion on 
the way the strike was handled can 
make a political issue. But there is no 
indication that this is the case. No re- 
sponsible candidate running for the U.S. 
Senate then will want to take a position 
challenging the President on the exercise 
of his constitutional authority to uphold 
the law of the land to promote the gener- 
al welfare. 


It is in this manner and in matters re- 


lating to fundamental law that these Illi- 
nois GOP and Democratic U.S. Senate 
opponents will want to thread their way 
carefully in this election campaign to 
create an image of responsibility and 
trust to meet the grave national prob- 
lems that lie ahead.

"They're young and strong, have guts, 


brains and know how to concentrate 
They study the game more they are 
products of good instruction under fine 
supervision 
Of course, there s much 


more incentive too There's big money to 
be made on and off the lanes 


"Today, a young bowler can gear his 


life to a career in professional bowling 


He can work at it full time Years ago 
there was little money m the game, the 
stars were part-time bowlers and full- 
time workers at something else A pro 
tour such as exists today was a dream 
we didn't even dream about " 


It's this fantastic growth of pro bowl- 


ing and his own success as an amateur 
that prompted Les Zikes to take a crack 
at the tnur, an arduous weekly assign- 
ment that takes you all over the country 
and puts you through more pressure than 
most people realize. 


' No I haven t been entirely satisfied 


with the way I've been bowling," Zikes 
admits, 'but I've learned things in these 
tournaments, on the tour, that I hope 
now will help with each new event 


"The hardest part is the concentration 


That's a big factor I was warned when I 
went on the tour to play my own game, 
not watch anyone else, not watch the 
angles they were playing, but you still 
have that tendency to do it 


"Now,

ing on the tour It seems like nine out of 
10 will be watching the veterans, trying

ent boards, see how they're hooking, 
some even taking notes and not relying 
on their memories. 


"You'd be amazed just how scientific 


some of these pros are now," Zikes 
points out "Nelson Burton not only care- 
fully checks each board, he also looks at 
the cracks between the boards Ray 
Bluth, too 


"Most bowlers don't want to get quite 


this scientific because they want to be 
free and easy, not tied into knots, but 
everyone has a different way of pre- 
paring " 


Some of these professionals, trying to 


adjust to the variety of lane conditions 
that makes the pro tour so demanding, 
even dnll different balls with different 
weights for each tournament. 


Les has noted a tendency for the alleys 


to hook much more on the average this 
year "I'm trying to straighten out my 
ball, and this has been a difficult adjust- 
ment, because I've always thrown the 
hook" 


The 35-year-old Zikes, who's in New 


Orleans this week, has been doing some 
experimenting in an effort to get that 
ball working the way he wants. A harder 
ball . . . conventional grip . . . shorter 
span... they've an been tried.

then the world's largest marine insur- 
ance loss Broken into three parts, it 
eventually washed off the reef and sank 
in deeper water.

Marshall's life when he and thousands 
like him. bur>t into the light of publicity. 
That was the time in April. 1968. when. 
«ifh the encouragement of the federal 
goifrnmrait. thr National Alliance of 
Businessmen 'NAB) was formed to pro- 
vide jobs and hope for tho-e who had 
neither — the hard core unemployed 


Most of the hard core unemployed 


were Negroes like Marshall The racial 
riots that swept the cities 
in 
1W7 


prompted government and business to 
open up a program aimed at one of the 
roots of black dissatisfaction — providing 
steady work and il- attendant dignity to 
those who had been brushed aside as 
unemployable 


The 
auto 
industry 
enthusiastically 


sfrode to the front of that widely publi- 
cized movement. 


John Marshall strode with it. For five 


years or so. he had been invisible. He 
had worked at odd jobs, in scrap yards, 
"just doing anything that came to hand." 
Marshall went to Chrysler Corp 
in 


January 1969, and was accepted for the 
company's hard core training program, 
carried out under contract with the fed- 
eral government. For scxcn weeks. Mar- 
shall was paid $2 an hour while he 
learned the job on the dummy assembly 
lines in a renovated warehouse. The gov- 
ernment paid Chrysler about $2.BOO to 
train him. 


On his 53rd birthday — March 3. 196!). 


- he reported for work at Chrysler's 
Lynch Road assembly plant. For nine 
months — except for a few brief layoffs 
— Marshall welded parts onto auto 
frames. 


Then the money market tightened and 


auto sales slipped. Chrysler. General Mo- 
tors Corp. and Ford Motor Co. began lay- 
ing off workers. 


High among the first to go were the 


men most recently hired — John Mar- 
shall and the other "hard core."

Since the NAB program started, the 


big three have hired 76,000 persons they 
say were among the hard core. Since the 
lasoffs began. 9,600 have found them- 
selves out of work again.

being laid off He accepts it as a part of 
the life he had grown used to 


But in a vague way. "I kind of feel it's 


the administration to blame." he say. 
"That's the way I feel. If it wasn't for 
that. I'd still be working. 


"Something had to be did. but I believe 


maybe it could have been did in a differ- 
ent way. Control prices, maybe stop 
prices from going up. 


"You 
don't have to get all the poor 


people laid off and make it worse than it 
is. seems to me But that's the way it is. 


"The people put him i.Nixon) in there." 
Chrysler was given the names of five 


persons recently laid off but said it could 
not check to see if they had been hired 
under the hard core program unless it 
had Social Security numbers. When those 
were provided. Chrysler said none were 
hard core men. 


All three auto companies and the UAW 


do say they have no followup program to 
find out what the hard core workers who 
were laid off are doing. 


Ed Hodges, an assistant vice president 


of Michigan Bell Telephone Co. who 
head-, the NAB program in Michigan, 
says there has been no study on the sub- 
ject "But I believe if we were to do a 
study we'd find people who were im- 
proved and some who weren't," he adds. 


A Chrysler spokesman sees a bright 


side: "Even if they're going back on the 
street, they're going back with skills they 
never had before. Psychologically, they 
have a history of failing or expecting to 
fail 


"This time, however, they were part of 


the system and it was economic failure 
rather than their own failure." 


However. Ken Bannon, UAW chairman 


of the Ford Department, says, "It's the 
story of their lives Once again they're 
destitute, once again they're without 
hope " 


HP and I'AW President Walter Reuther 


say increasing security for the hard core 
workers will be "a big issue" in the 
union's summer negotiations for a new 
contract with the big three.

Snow removal crews in Schaumburg 


and Hoffman Estates were working con- 
tinuously Thursday to open streets in the 
villages despite the problem of stranded 
cars, which made removal operations 
difficult 


Edwin Denman. Schaumburg public 


works director, estimated nearly 400 cars 
were stalled or abandoned along Golf 
Road in the village. About ISO persons 
stranded near the Union Oil building on 
Golf Road took refuge in the company 
careteria until roads were passable. 


A crew of five men worked throughout 


the night in Schaumburg removing snow, 
and they were still working Thursday af- 
ternoon. Denman reported. Snowptowing 
operations in Schaumburg started at 8 
p m. Wednesday. 


MOST OF THE major roads in 


Schaumburg were reported open Thurs- 
day morning. Schaumburg and Spring- 
insguth roads were both open to traffic 
Thursday morning, and a good part of 
Wise Road was also open. About 75 cars 
were towed from the road on Schaum- 
burg and Springinsguth roads. 


AH of the streets in Schaumburg were 


wet and slippery, according to police. 


Denman urged local residents to stay 


off streets in order to facilitate removal 
operations. Because of drifts and aban- 
doned vehicles, Roselle Road was termed 
"an obstacle course." Thursday. 


In Hoffman Estates Police Chief John 


O'Connell said streets in the village are 
very good. However. Higgins Road was 
reported blocked between 53 and Mea- 
cham Road, and Meacham Road between 
HifguM and Golf Road* was not pass- 
able. 


SGT. ROBERT Hammond of 
the 


Schaumburg Police Department said 
Thursday that police were waiting for 
roads outside of the village to be cleared.

From about 1,000-feet, Schaumburg 


must have looked like a great big, fluffy 
whipped cream cake yesterday. 


But at ground level, down there with 


the homeowners, the policemen, the kids 
and the mailmen, it was a morass of 
slush and icy wind that caused at least 
one man on Braintree Lane to throw 
down his snow shovel and shake his fist 
at the sky. 


As early as 6:30 a.m. some residents of 


Weathersfield subdivision in Schaumburg 
were scraping snow from their drive- 
ways. 


NEIGHBORS WERE chatting with 


each other across the snowbound streets, 
renewing aguaintancships that had lap- 
sed since the last major snowfall. 


Some early risers got their driveways 


cleared and were on their way to bleak 
train stations by 7:30 a.m. 


But some of them returned and told 


terrible stories to neighbors about the 
road conditions outside the subdivision. 


"Schaumburg Road's out," one man 


said. "There must be 20 cars in the ditch 
there." 


Other driven tried to get out of the 


village by heading toward Wise Road. 


Reports in the area were that the Mil- 
waukee Road was running 45-minutes 
late but that trains were getting through. 


ABOUT 8 A.M. a road grader came 


swooping down Sharon Lane and cleared 
that street's snow drifts, but the grader 
turned down Leia Lane and left some 
residents near the new park site stran- 
ded with an uncleared street. 


On Sharon itself, abandoned cars sat in 


various snowdrifts, sometimes blocking 
the street. One car was left at 1 a.m. 
Thursday morning when its driver, a dis- 
abled World War II veteran, got stuck in 
the snow. The man knocked on the near- 
est door and was helped down to the po- 
lice station by one of the men in the 
neighborhood. 


"The cops say they only have one po- 


lice car working," the helpful neighbor 
later said. "Most of their cars are stran- 
ded and there's only one with snow tires 
still on." 


BY THE late morning, the kids came 


out onto the streets and the back courts 
and lanes of the village became festive. 


Driveways and internal roads were 


clear, but other obstacles awaited motor- 
ists. 


At noon yesterday, Schaumburg Road 


was a continuous stream of cars and 
trucks. Abandoned cars lined the road- 
way, the pavement was only partially 
cleared and stalled trucks blocked the 
way. 


Almost all roads out of Schaumburg 


were moving slowly. At the corner of 
Roselle and Schaumburg Road the best 
time was being made by a man in a blue 
snowsuit and yellow goggles who was 
riding a snowmobile beside the road.

Road Crews: 'It Was Vicious' 


Illinois and 
Cook 
County highway 


maintenance officials Thursday blamed 
abandoned automobiles for the slow 
progress in clearing major Northwest 
suburban thoroughfares. 


"This was a vicious one," a county of- 


ficial in the Palatine District 1 office 
said of clearing efforts. "There are cars 
all over the place and it blocks us from 
getting through." 


It was early afternoon and the man, 


asking not to be identified, predicted that 
the maintenance crews had about got the 
district's plowing licked. The district 
covers all of Palatine and Schaumburg 
Townships and parts of Elk Grove Town- 
ship west of Arlington Heights Road. 
Eight or nine trucks were out at that 
time, the official said. 


"The biggest thing that hurt us was the 


cars," he said. "If it was a matter of a 
straight path, we could really go." 


He said he knew of at least three 


trucks equipped with plows that slipped 
into ditches during clearing efforts be- 


cause they tried to pass abandoned cars 
on the shoulders. Tow trucks then had to 
be sent out to pull out the plows. 


THE COUNTY CANNOT tow the cars, 


unless the driver remains in them, he 
said. But most people lock the car and 
walk away, he said. 


George Medal, maintenance engineer. 


District 10, Illinois Division of Highways, 
said his maintenance crews were having 
the most trouble in the northwest areas 
and especially on Higgins, Golf and Al- 
gonquin Roads. 


Some of the problems the state was 


dealing with were cars that had "spun 
out" and got stuck across several lanes 
of traffic and trucks that had been forced 
to stop and coulJ not get the traction to 
start up again. 


"Expressway ramps and narrow pave-

A particular sore spot was Algonquin

trucks and 22 end-loaders out. The de- 
partment was notified at 5 a.m. Thurs- 
day morning that the brunt of the storm 
would be from 5:30 to 8:30 a.m. and 
crews that normally go off shift at 7:30 
a.m. were kept on, he said.

the Carter home, and stole some of their 
valuables. 


The robbery was different in this case 


because Mrs. Spellman was home at the 
time. "I was taking a shower and heard 
the doorbell ring, but I didn't answer it. 
When I got out and went downstairs, I 
found liquor bottles smashed on the 
kitchen floor and some of the items in 
our breakfront thrown on the floor. 


"WHOEVER DID the damage must 


have run out of the house when they 
heard me turn off the shower," said Mrs. 
Spellman. 


According to Mrs. Carter, "The van- 


dalism in this area has been just terrible 


since the homes were finished and we all 
moved in." 


"I don't think the burglars are going to

(Editor's Note: School board elections 


In Dist. 21 will be held April 11. Three 
vacancies on the board will be Filled at 
that time. Following Is the second In a 
series of articles concerning the five can- 
didates running for the school board.) 


"Growth" is the main problem that 


will face School Dist. 21 in coming years, 
according to Edwin Smith, incumbent on 
the school board and candidate for re- 
election on April 11. 


"We must plan for the increased en- 


rollment that will occur and prevent split 
shifts." said Smith, who has been en- 
dorsed by the 'Jist. 21 General Caucus. 


"1 THINK THE BOARD and the school 


district have done an excellent job in 
past years to provide for growth," he 
added. 


Smith feels "there must be controlled 


growth" in the communities served by 
Dlst. 21. "There has to be balanced 
growth or the education of the children 
will suffer." 


Concerning apartments, he said, "I 


think we need some, but not too many. 
Our surveys don't indicate that one and 
two-bedroom apartments hurt us, since 
the children have been younger than 
school-age. Three-bedroom apartments 
will hurt us, and the school board has the 
obligation to discourage this." 


"The primary responsibility for this is 


with the village boards and the zoning 
boards. They should encourage as much 
light industrial development as possible, 
consistent with the wishes of the commu- 
nity." 


"Finances are becoming less of a prob- 


lem" in Dist. 21, Smith said. 


"FOR THE FIRST time, we'll have to 


issue less than the legal limit of TAW's 
(tax anticipation warrants) this year." 
We're catching up with the growth rate 
due to efficient management. I don't 
foresee a rise in the tax rate, due to the 
fact that the bond retirement schedule is 
being watched carefully." 


As far as curriculum is concerned, 


Smith feels a school board "should re- 
view proposed curriculum changes." 


"But I don't feel the school board 


should make technical decisions regard- 
ing education. It should depend on infor- 
mation from the staff and generally fol- 
low the advice of the curriculum director 
and toe administration. 


"A school board member's real respon- 


sibility is to see that the district has a 
capable superintendent. The school board 
can't become expert in school matters. 
One boss is needed in any system, not 
five or six bosses," he continued. 


SMITH SAID HE is opposed to teach- 


ers' unions, but does fed it is "Decenary 
for a strong local organization of teach- 
ers for the board to deal with in a profes- 


sional manner. 


"There must be mutual respect. With 


h o n e s t , straightforward negotiations, 
problems can be avoided, but they should 
be solved at the local level," the candi- 
date said. 


"I am pleased with the efforts the dis- 


trict has made to keep teachers in the 
district," he added. "Our salary levels 
are such that we can compete favorably 
with other districts. I feel in the near 
future we will need additional personnel 


at the administrative level as the district 
continues to grow." 


Smith stressed the need for commu- 


nication between residents of the district 
and school board members. 


"WE ALWAYS HAVE the problem of 


keeping the public informed of what we 
want to do. I think the community has 
displayed confidence in the board. I think 
we do have a good rapport with the com- 
munity. And the strongest single force in 
achieving this has been Ken Gill (Dist. 21 


superintendent) 
and the outstanding 


work of past board members." 


Smith, a mathematics teacher 
at 


Maine South High School in Des Plaines, 
is seeking his second term on the school 
board. The Buffalo Grove resident has 
lived in Dist. 21 for 12 years. Four of his 
five children have graduated from Dist. 
21 schools and the fifth is now a student 
at London Junior High in Wheeling. 
Smith is a former Wheeling village 
trustee.

He said he expected the commission to 
consider this particular development, 
however, because, "It may just be that 
this is one of those peices of land for 
which apartments are good." Beaubien 
admitted the owners reservations about 
asking for apartment zoning, saying they 
had considered developing the entire site 
commercially. 


The plan commission will make a rec- 


ommendation on the development to the 
village board at its (the commission's 
meeting next week. A representative of 
the Buffalo Grove Park District will be 
invited to the meeting to air the district's 
views on a land donation.

accident, which resulted in the death of 
the pilot and serious injuries to a passen- 
ger, will be made by the National Trans- 
portation and Safety Board, FAA offi- 
cials said 


KILLED IN THE crash was Stephen 


K Kinder, 32, of Newcastle, Ind , Robert 
John, 49, also of Newcastle, remained in 
serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal in Des Plaines yesterday with mul- 
tiple fractures and injuries 


The plane crashed in the forest pre- 


serve a half mile north of Willow Road, 


and a half mile east of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, just minutes after it had left the 
airport at 7 39 p m A witness at the 
nearby Clayton House Motel called the 
airport's control tower tD tell them he 
saw the plane strike the tops of trees m 
the forest preserve

Wednesday, and no traffic has moved 
since," Wagner said. 


"If the weather warms up, then maybe 


they can get one traffic lane open at 
least and some of these cars can get 
moving," added the station 
manager. 


Wagner had been on duty since 2 p.m. 
Wednesday and was looking forward to 
being relieved Thursday. 


Although the Union Oil Co. office was 


closed Thursday, the cafeteria was being 
kept open for the convenience of the 
stranded motorists.

the Car.ir home, and stole some of their 
valuables. 


The robbery was different in this case 


because Mrs. Spellman was home at the 
time. "I was taking a shower and heard 
the doorbell ring, but I didn't answer it. 
When I got out and went downstairs, I 
found liquor bottles smashed on the 
kitchen floor and some of the items in 
our breakfront thrown on the floor. 


"WHOEVER DID the damage must 


have run out of the house when they 
heard me turn off the shower," said Mrs. 
Spellman. 


According to Mrs. Carter, "The van- 


dalism in this area has been just terrible 


since the homes were finished and we all 
moved in." 


"I don't think the burglars are going to

But again she 
pulled through. 


"She's an awfully strong baby. She 


was able to turn over when she was only 
a month old. I think that fact, and the 
wonderful care the hospital gave her 
were the reasons why she was able to 
live." 


Today Miriam, now 11 weeks old, 


weighs over five pounds. She has healthy 
pink cheeks, bright blue eyes and small 
tufts of soft, sandy-colored hair, and a 
very thankful family. 


Mrs. Hopkins Resigns 


Mrs. Dorothy Hopkins, Buffalo Grove's 


village clerk since 1967, is quitting. She 
submitted a letter of resignation to Vil- 
lage Pres. Don Thompson early this 
week, asking that her resignation take 
effect April 6, the date of the next village 
board meeting.

of an airplane crash Wednesday night 
near Pal-Waukee Airport south of Wheel- 
ing.

in a forest preserve. The heavy snow 
plus the density of the trees near the 
crash site is hampering the investigation. 


Federal Aviation Administration offi- 


cials said yesterday the twin-engine, six 
passenger plane crashed at about 7:40 
p m. Wednesday. An investigation of the 
accident, which resulted in the death of 
the pilot and serious injuries to a passen- 
ger, will be made by the National Trans- 
portation and Safety Board, FAA offi- 
cials said 


KILLED IN THE crash was Stephen 


K Kinder, 32, of Newcastle, Ind , Robert 
John, 49, also of Newcastle, remained in 
serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal in Des Plaines yesterday with mul- 
tiple fractures and injuries. 


The plane crashed in the forest pre- 


serve a half mile north of Willow Road, 


and a half mite east of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, just minutes after it had left the 
airport at 7 39 p m. A witness at the 
nearby Clayton House Motel called the 
airport's control tower to tell them he 
saw the plane strike the tops of trees in 
the forest preserve. 


A SEARCH PARTY of 40 people in- 


cluding 15 civilian volunteers, Wheeling 
police and firemen and Cook County 
Sheriff's police reached the plane about 9 
p.m. Sheriff's police siiid that four-wheel- 
drive trucks and snowmooiles were used 
to reach the plane, along a bridle path in 
the woods Firemen spoted the pla.:e 
which came to rest in a tree. 


Both crash victims were employes of 


the Ingersoll Steel Co and had been in 
Chicago on business. 


Three passengers were left at Pal- 


Waukee before the craft took off for a 
return flight to Newcastle. 


They were Howard J. Davis of Floss- 


moor, a vice president of Borg Warner 
Cot p.; Charles Brooks, an assistant pur- 
chasing agent for Ingersoll, and Mitchell 
Curtis of San Francisco. 


Rescue Workers 
Waded In Fuel 


"The search was rough," said Pros- 


pect Heights fireman Ed Rezek. "I 
couldn't see my hand in front of my face 
through the snow." 


'Ve found the wreckage of the plane 


by following a dim light through the 
trees. The power was still on in the plane, 
and one of the landing lights was still 
hooked to the battery " 


The six-passenger twin engine plane 


crashed in a forest preserve just east of 
Palwaukee Airport, south of Wheeling, 
minutes after its take off Wednesday 
evening. Rezek was a member of the 
search party that reached the wreckage 
about 9 p.m., one and one-half hours af- 
ter the crash. 


"THERE WAS 500 gallons of high oc- 


tane aviation fuel spread around the 
ground near the wreckage. Everyone in 
the rescue party was risking their lives 
because a spark from the plane's battery 
could have set off an explosion.

"The wreckage was about three feet

"It was more difficult to remove Rob- 


ert John, who was still alive, because he 
was pinned down by the steering wheel 
of the plane. We couldn't use a saw be- 
cause we were afraid the sparks would 
set off an explosion So we used brute 
force to rip the wreckage apart ard free 
him."

Wheeling carried John out of the woods 
on a stretcher for two miles

'Wings Of Man' Clipped By Nature

Activity in Mount Prospect returned to 


normal shortly after noon Thursday, fol- 
lowing an all-night blizzard which blan- 
keted the Northwest suburban area with 
more than a foot of snow and slush late 
Wednesday. 


But the storm was onlly a temporary 


inconvenience to residents, as warmer 
weather and snow removal crews from 
the public works department had cleared 
most of the snow off the main streets and 
thoroughfares throughout the village by 
late morning. 


For many residents, it was a day off 


from work or school. Schools in Districts 
214, 57 and 59 were closed due to weather 
conditions and transportation problems, 
so students got a one-day jump on spring 
vacation which was regularly scheduled 
to begin today. 


ALTHOUGH TRAFFIC was moving 


well throughout the village by late after- 
noon, it had come to a complete halt just 
four hours earlier. The storm did more 
than blanket the village. It almost buried 
it under an unusually heavy, wet snow. 


It took longer for residents to shovel a 


clear pathway to the street and dig the 
car out from under the freshly-fallen 
snow and drifts. And once residents 
reached the street, there was no place to 
go. 


"Traffic was backed up for blocks in 


the downtown area and I doubt if the 
driving conditions were any better on the 
roads going out-of-town. The gates at the 
railroad crossings in town were inoper- 
able for about an hour this morning 
which affected 
the traffic lights on 


Northwest Highway at Emerson Street 
and Main Street," Village Mgr. Virgil 
Barnett explained. 


"IT WAS A MESS. The gates were 


down, and whenever that happens traffic 
on Northwest Highway has the green 
light and traffic on the cross streets has 
the red light. So, you can imagine how 
many cars stacked up on Emerson and 
Main Streeets with the gates down for 
more than an hour." 


In addition to the railroad gates, Bar- 


nett said the Chicago and North Western 
telegraph lines were also down along 
Prospect Avenue. The trains were run- 
ning late, and with the Railroad's com- 
munications system out of order, trains 
stacked up at the stations along the east- 
bound route to Chicago. 


But the Chicago and North Western 


railroad wasn't the only one without a 
communications system. Illinois 
Bell 


Telephone lines were down in sections 
throughout the village as well as power 
lines. 


"We didn't have any serious problems 


this morning. Just the usual complaints 
that accompany snow storms. Residents 
complained about the telephone service, 
tree limbs and branches which had bro- 
ken off from the weight of the snow and 
side streets which had not been plowed 


"THE CREWS AT THE public workds 


department were working around the 
clock, but many streets had to be plowed 
twice or three times because the snow 
kept drifting. It's not that we weren t 
plowing the streets," Barnett said. 


Despite the widespread traffic con- 


gestion, police said there were only two 
minor accidents this morning, both fend- 
er-benders with no personal injury re- 
ports. 


"It was slow going this morning, but I 


think the village is in good shape this 
afternoon. Traffic is moving without too 
much difficulty and it seems as though 
most residents have shoveled their ways 
out of the house," he said. 


DESPITE A SLOW start, residents 


seemed to make up for lost time. Busi- 
ness was bustling in the downtown shop- 
ping area as well as at Sandhurst Shop- 
ping Center. 


"Randhurst was like a morgue about 


10 a.m. and now it's as active as it is on 
a Saturday," Richard McCarthy, director 
of public relations for the Randhurst 
Corp., explained. 


"Those people who didn't go to work or 


school today seem to have come shop- 
ping, especiallyy now that all the roads 
are pretty well cleared. What started out 
as a slow day is now a very busy one for 
us," McCarthy said.

"Delayed," it was monotonous, tiring 
and irritating.

(which cut flights to the east coast), it 
was the blizzard outside (which shut the 
airport at 1 a.m.) or it was the inability 
to get a flight sometime on Thursday 
(the airlines were booked solid until Sat- 
urday with Easter passengers). 


This reporter was a typical victim. I 


arrived at O'Hare Airport at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday hoping to catch Eastern 
flight 637 at 7:30 to Orlando, Florida, and 
four days of sunshine. At 7 p.m. the snow 
was beginning to accumulate on the 
ground. 


I LEFT THE airport at 3 a.m. Thurs- 


day. The snow had become an eight-inch 
blizzard which cancelled all flights, filled 
all the surrounding hotels, made the Ken- 


nedy Expressway and all other roads al- 
most impassable, and made life a miser- 
able, freezing and threatening disaster. 


At 7 p.m. my wife and I joined long

One evening about two months ago, 


Harold Predovich returned home from 
his j* at United Airlines in Mount Pros- 
pect and began sorting through his mail. 


Buried under the bills, junk mail and 


other correspondence was a letter from 
Robert Novy, chairman of the nomi- 
nating committee of the School Dist. 57 
General Caucus. 


Novy informed Predovich that he had 


been nominated for one of the three up- 
coming vacancies on the school board 
and that he was to be interviewed by the 
committee. 


"It was kind of a surprise." said Pre- 


dovich, 38. who lives at 910 Country 
Lane, Mount Prospect. "I got the letter 
letter from Mr. Novy informing me that 
I'd been nominated. Unknown by me, 
someone on the committee nominated 
me. 1 don't know who it was, although I 
nave some idea."

PREDOVICH had been tossing around 


the idea of running for the school board 
for some time. The nomination was 
added incentive. 


"You see I get a kick out of working 


with youngsters ... I like watching their 
characters develop," he said. "I'd like to 
have a hand in the process." 


Aside from giving each child a solid 


foundation to enable him to complete his 
schooling, Predovich feels it is important 
to help students develop human responsi- 
bility and self-confidence. 


"Education should enable the young- 


ster to become independent thinking and 
acting," he said. "The end result should 
be to give the students confidence in 
themselves. To develop in them a posi- 
tive attitude. To give them the con- 
fidence they can improve the status of 
things in a constructive way." 


PREDOVICH has a bachelor's degree 


in civil engineering and a master's de- 
gree in production and general manage- 
ment. 


He moved to Mount Prospect about 


five years ago, having lived in Chicago 
since 1959 when he began working for 
United. 


During his 11 years with United he has 


had many managerial positions including 
facilities and equipment planning, joint 
pilot union and company studies, and 
salary structure ideas. 


Before going to work for the airlines, 


iie was a naval officer for three years. 


Predovich has four children: Janet 5, 


Mark 4, Michael and Anne-Marie, 2. 


HE PLANS TO send all his children to 


parochial schools, although he maintains 
he is doing so just to give them religious 
training and not because he feels paro- 
chial schools are academically superior. 


The choice has left Predovich open to 


the question of how he stands on the is- 
sue of aid to parochial schools. 


"I think it's an issue," he explained, 


but it will have to go through the courts 
first. 


"I'd like to see state aid as the last 


possible ultimatum. Rental facilities 
could be a better solution. I feel there 
should be complete separation of church 
and state." 


PREDOVICH is conservative when it 


comes to any form of federal or state-aid 
to schools — private or public. 


"I'm pretty conservative in my politi- 


cal beliefs and ideas," he said. "I hate to 
see the federal government become over- 
ly involved. 


"EVERYTTME YOU centralize some- 


thing, you're taking away something the 
people can do. You should give the 
people the resources and goals and judge 
them on how well they accomplish these 
goals. People become very responsible 
when they have the freedom to act with- 
in a limited area." 


Predovich believes that the role of 


school board members should be that of 
a sounding board. 


"Board members should question the 


professional administrators in determin- 
ing how certain programs fit together," 
he said. "How the programs relate in 
comparison to other programs in other 
areas. It's an important job in the area 
of establishing policy." 


When it comes to formalized sex edu- 


cation in the schools. Predovich said, 
"There is sex education going on in 
schools right now." 


"It needs to be formalized perhaps," 


he said. "But it shouldn't be strictly Sex 
Education 101. There shouldn't be un- 
needed emphasis placed on it." 


PREDOVICH said such a program 


should have its heaviest emphasis placed 
on the family in the beginning. He said 
goals of the program should include an 
improvement in communications, giving 
the child a sense of morality and pre- 
paring them for their adolescent years. 


"The 
parents should 
be involved 


also," he continued. "If not, they're al- 
ways going to wonder what's going on in 
the classroom. They have a right to 
know. 


"I don't think it should be an optional 


program requiring the parent's consent. 


If you're going to do it. do it " 


Predovich is one candidate who feels 


there should be dress codes in the school. 
But he added that it should be discreet. 


"I think dress codes should be estab- 


lished." he explained. "It should have 
enough latitude to let the students ex- 
press themselves . 
let them have a 


say. 


"KIDS ARE SMART enough to ration- 


alize things. They should have a voice. . 
. . . in an advisory capacity rather than 
a policy making capacity." 


With regard to making board decisions 


if elected, Predovich said he would 
weigh both the desires of the residents 
and his own feelings before casting his 
vote. 


"If I felt one way and the people felt 


the opposite, it would force me to reex- 
amine the issue," he said. "I would ask 
myself, 'Am I the one off base?' 


"The technique is in examining the 


problem and forming a conclusion. Then 
comparing that conclusion with other 
conclusions. 


"So many problems come from poor 


communications," he said. 
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'Florida?' 'Argh! Come Back Next Week!'

Snow Hampers Crash Query 


Heavy snow yesterday hampered ef- 


forts by investigators to learn the cause 
of an airplane crash Wednesday night 
near Pal-Waukee Airport .south of Wheel- 
ing 


The craft went down in a wooded area 


in a forest preserve. The heavy snow 
plus the density of the trees near the 
crash site is hampering the investigation. 


Federal Aviation Administration offi- 


cials said yesterday the twin-engine, six 
passenger plane crashed at about 7:40 
p.m. Wednesday. An investigation of the 


accident, which resulted in the death of 
the pilot and serious injuries to a passen- 
ger, will be made by the National Trans- 
portation and Safety Board, FAA offi- 
cials said. 


KILLED IN TIIE crash was Stephen 


K. Kinder. 3.2, of Newcastle, Ind., Robert 
John, 49, also of Newcastle, remained in 
serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal in DCS Plaines yesterday with mul- 
tiple fractures and injuries. 


The plane crashed in the forest pre- 


serve a half mile north of Willow Road, 


and a half mile east of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, just minutes after it had left the 
airport at 7:39 p.m. A witness at the 
nearby Clayton House Motel called the 
airport's control tower to tell them he 
saw the plane strike the tops of trees in 
the forest preserve. 


A SEARCH PARTY of 40 people in- 


cluding 15 civilian volunteers, Wheeling 
police and firemen and Cook County 
Sheriff's police reached the plane about 9 
p.m. Sheriff's police said that four-wheel- 
drive trucks and snowmobiles were used 
to reach the plane, along a bridle path in 


the woods. Firemen spoted the plaje 
which came to rest in a tree. 


Both crash victims were employes of 


the Ingersoll Steel Co. and had been in 
Chicago on business. 


Three passengers were left at Pal- 


Waukee before the craft took off for a 
return flight to Newcastle. 


They were Howard J. Davis of Floss- 


moor, a vice president of Borg Warner 
Corp.; Charles Brooks, an assistant pur- 
chasing agent for Ingersoll, and Mitchell 
Curtis of San Francisco. 


Rescue Workers Waded In Fuel 


"The search was rough." said Pros- 


pect Heights fireman Ed Rezek. "I 
couldn't see my hand in front of my face 
through the snow." 


"We found the wreckage of the plane 


by following a dim light through the 
trees. The power was still on in the plane, 
and one of the landing lights was still 
hooked to the battery." 


The six-passenger twin engine plane 


crashed in a forest preserve just east of 
Palwaukec Airport, south of Wheeling, 
minutes »fter its take off Wednesday 


evening. Re/ek was a member of the 
search party that readied the wreckage 
about 9 p.m., one and one-half hours af- 
ter the crash. 


"TIIKKK WAS 5110 gallons of high oc- 


tane aviation fuel spread around the 
ground near the wreckage. Everyone in 
the rescue party was risking their lives 
because a spark from the plane's battery 
could have set off an explosion.

Heights and Wheeling departments were 
the first ones at the scene because we 


had 
high rubber 
boots

through the knee-high creek water. 


"The wreckage was about three feet 


off of the ground. First, we removed the 
body of Stephen Kinder. Kinder was later 
pronounced dead on arrival at Holy 
Family Hospital in Des Plaines. 


"It was more difficult to remove Rob- 


ert John, who was still alive, because he 
was pinned down by U.e steering wheel 
of the plane. We couldn't use a saw be- 
cause we were afraid the sparks would 
set off an explosion. So we used brute 


force to rip the wreckage apart and free 
him." 


"ONCE 
WE GOT them out of the 


plane, other men in the rescue team 
helped to carry them to the bridle path. 
Firemen 
from Prospect Heights and 


Wheeling carried John out of the woods 
on a stretcher for two miles. 


"1 called the hospital today," added 


Rezek, "and they said John was in in- 
tensive care. We all hope like hell he 
makes it."

Once aboard, we settled in and 
waited for Florida to materialize. 


HOWEVER, AT ABOUT 2:15 a.m., we 


learned that our five-hour O'Hare stay 
had been fruitless. The pilot announced 
the only open runway had three inches of 
slush on it, and since it would take three 
or four hours to clear the runway, this 
flight was now unloading. The passen- 
gers, 
some 
muttering and cursing, 


trudged through the slush and back into 
the crowded airport. 


It was evident to many that the delay 


would be much, much longer than three 
or four hours. For me, the morning at 
O'Hare ended as a baggage clerk and 1 
sorted through two snow-crusted carts to 
retrieve suitcases. 


The drive home from O'Hare was slow 


and treacherous. All of the signs were 
obscured, cars and trucks could not exit 
fr'-m the Kennedy because the inclined 
ramps were blocked and abandoned cars 
littered the highway like discarded toys. 
And the wind and snow cut at your skin 
like frozen razor blades. 


Some of those thousands of persons 


who braved the wind and snow are per- 
haps still waiting patiently at O'Hare this 
morning. Some are waiting for that pre- 
cious open seat or the valuable standby 
place in line. 


Others have extended their stay in Chi- 


cago, and are staying with friends or 
relatives. A few have hotel reservations 
here. Still others have left Chicago by 
car. train, bus or thumb. Perhaps by this 
morning the airport is operating normal- 
ly. 


Outrageous? Yes. Ludicrous? Yes. Un- 


forgettable? Yes. Inevitable? Perhaps. 
Today, a 747 super-jet can whisk 300 per- 
sons across the country, but a bunch of 
lousy snowplows and giant airline com- 
panies can't get you out of town for 24 
hours if the weather is wrong. 


And the victims of the delays, at least 


Wednesday and Thursday, took their 
problems with good grace. Few persons 
became publicly angered or irritated. 
And that is surprising, for the thousands 
of persons present at O'Hare had many 
reasons to become quite angry at the 
weather, the air controllers, and the air- 
lines themselves.

Just a few minutes 
ago, a van with eight or nine kids in it 
just missed being hit by a train."

He attempted to make a 
right turn onto Northwest Highway and, 
according to police reports, mistakenly 
found himself on the railroad tracks in- 
stead.

* Wings Of Man' Clipped By Nature

Activity in Mount Prospect returned to 


normal shortly after noon Thursday, fol- 
lowing an all-night blizzard which blan- 
keted the Northwest suburban area with 
more than a foot of snow and slush late 
Wednesday. 


But the storm was onlly a temporary 


inconvenience to residents, as warmer 
weather and snow removal crews from 
the public works department had cleared 
most of the snow off the main streets and 
thoroughfares throughout the village by 
late morning. 


For many residents, it was a day off 


from work or school. Schools in Districts 
214, 57 and 59 were closed due to weather 
conditions and transportation problems, 
so students got a one-day jump on spring 
vacation which was regularly scheduled 
to begin today. 


ALTHOUGH TRAFFIC was moving 


well throughout the village by late after- 
noon, it had come to a complete halt just 
four hours earlier. The storm did more 
than blanket the village. It almost buried 
it under an unusually heavy, wet snow. 


It took longer for residents to shovel a 


clear pathway to the street and dig the 
car out from under the freshly-fallen 
snow and drifts. And once residents 
reached the street, there was no place to 
go. 


"Traffic was backed up for blocks in 


the downtown area and I doubt if the 
driving conditions were any better on the 
roads going out-of-town. The gates at the 
railroad crossings in town were inoper- 
able for about an hour this morning 
which affected 
the traffic lights on 


Northwest Highway at Emerson Street 
and Main Street," Village Mgr. Virgil 
Barnett explained. 


"IT WAS A MESS. The gates were 


down, and whenever that happens traffic 
on Northwest Highway has the green 
light and traffic on the cross streets has 
the red light. So, you can imagine how 
many cars stacked up on Emerson and 
Main Streeets with the gates down for 
more than an hour." 


In addition to the railroad gates, Bar- 


nett said the Chicago and North Western 
telegraph lines were also down along 
Prospect Avenue. The trains were run- 
ning late, and with the Railroad's com- 
munications system out of order, trains 
stacked up at the stations along the east- 
bound route to Chicago. 


But the Chicago and North Western 


railroad wasn't the only one without a 
communications

Telephone lines were down in sections 
throughout the village as well as power 
lines. 


"We didn't have any serious problems 


this morning. Just the usual complaints 
that accompany snow storms. Residents 
complained about the telephone service, 
tree limbs and branches which had bro- 
ken off from the weight of the snow and 
side streets which had not been plowed. 


"THE CREWS AT THE public workds 


department were working around the 
clock, but many streets had to be plowed 
twice or three times because the snow 
kept drifting. It's not that we weren't 
plowing the streets." Barnett said. 


Despite the widespread traffic con- 


gestion, police said there were only two 
minor accidents this morning, both fend- 
er-benders with no personal injury re- 
ports. 


"It was slow going this morning, but I 


think the village is in good shape this 
afternoon. Traffic is moving without too 
much difficulty and it seems as though 
most residents have shoveled their ways 
out of the house," he said. 


DESPITE A SLOW start, residents 


seemed to make up for lost time. Busi- 
ness was bustling in the downtown shop- 
ping area as well as at Randhurst Shop- 
ping Center. 


"Randhurst was like a morgue about

'Welcome Home; You're A Candidate

One evening about two months ago, 


Harold Predovich returned home from 
his job at United Airlines in Mount Pros- 
pect and began sorting through his mail. 


Buried under the bills, junk mall and 


other correspondence was a letter from 
Robert Novy, chairman of the nomi- 
nating committee of the School Dist. 57 
General Caucus. 


Novy informed Predovich that he had 


been nominated for one of the three up- 
coming vacancies on the school board 
and that he was to be interviewed by the 
committee. 


"It was kind of a surprise," said Pre- 


dovich. 38. who lives at »10 Country 
Lane, Mount Prospect. "1 got the letter 
letter from Mr. Novy informing me that 
I'd been nominated. Unknown by me, 
someone on the committee nominated 
me. I don't know who it was, although I 
have some idea." 


Hareld 
Predevteh 


PREDOVICH had been tossing around 


the idea of running for the school board 
for some time. The nomination was 
added incentive. 


"You see 1 get a kick out of working 


with youngsters ... I like watching their 
characters develop," he said. "I'd like to 
have a hand in the process." 


Aside from giving each child a solid 


foundation to enable him to complete his 
schooling, Predovich feds it is important 
to help students develop human responsi- 
bility and self-confidence. 


"Education should enable the young- 


ster to become independent thinking and 
acting," be said. "The end result should 
be to give the students confidence in 
themselves. To develop in them a posi- 
tive attitude. To give them the con- 
fidence they can improve the status of 
things in a constructive way." 


PREDOVICH has a bachelor's degree 


in civil engineering and a master's de- 
gree in production and general manage- 
ment. 


He moved to Mount Prospect about 


five years ago, having lived in Chicago 
since 1958 when be began working for 
United. 


During his 11 years with United be has 


bad many managerial positions including 
facilities aud equipment planning, joint 
pilot union and company studies, and 
salary structure ideas. 


Before going to work for the airlines, 


be was a naval officer for three years. 


Predovich has four children: Janet 5, 


Mark 4, Michael and Anne-Marie, 2. 


HE PLANS TO send aU his children to 


parochial schools, although he maintains 
he is doing so just to give them religious 
training and not because he feds paro- 
chial schools are academically superior. 


The choice has left Predovich open to 


the question of how he stands on the is- 
sue of aid to parochial schools. 


"I think it's an issue," he explained, 


but it will have to go through the courts 
first. 


"I'd like to see state aid as the last 


possible 
ultimatum. Rental 
facilities 


could be a better solution. I feel there 
should be complete separation of church 
and state." 


PREDOVICH is conservative when it 


comes to any form of federal or state-aid 
to schools — private or public. 


"I'm pretty conservative in my politi- 


cal beliefs and ideas," he said. "I hate to 
see the federal government become over- 
ly involved. 


"EVERYTIME YOU centralize some- 


thing, you're taking away something the 
people can do. You should give the 
people the resources and goals and judge 
them on how well they accomplish these 
goals. People become very responsible 
when they have the freedom to act with- 
in a limited area." 


Predovich believes that the role of 


school board members should be thar. of 
a sounding board. 


"Board members should question the 


professional administrators in determin- 
ing how certain programs fit together," 
he said. "How the programs relate in 
comparison to other programs in other 
areas. It's an important job in the area 
of establishing policy." 


When it comes to formalized sex edu- 


cation in the schools, Predovich said, 
"There is sex education going on in 
schools right now." 


"It needs to be formalized perhaps," 


he said. "But it shouldn't be strictly Sex 
Education 101. There shouldn't be un- 
needed emphasis placed on it." 


PREDOVICH said such a program 


should have its heaviest emphasis placed 
on the family in the beginning. He said 
goals of the program should include an 
improvement hi communications, giving 
the child a sense of morality and pre- 
paring them for their adolescent years. 


"The parents 
should be involved 


also," he continued. "If not, they're al- 
ways going to wonder what's going on in 
the classroom. They have a right to 
know. 


"I don't think it should be an optional 


program requiring the parent's consent. 


If you're going to do it, do it." 


Predovich is one candidate who feels 


there should be dress codes in the school. 
But he added that it should be discreet. 


"I think dress codes should be estab- 


lished," he explained. "It should have 
enough latitude to let the students ex- 
press themselves . . . let them have a 
say. 


"KIDS ARE SMART enough to ration- 


alize things. They should have a voice. . 
. . . in an advisory capacity rather than 
a policy making capacity." 


With regard to making board decisions 


if elected, Predovich said he would 
weigh both the desires of the residents 
and his own feelings before casting his 
vote. 


"If I felt one way and the people felt 


the opposite, it would force me to reex- 
amine the issue." be said. "I would ask 
myself, 'Am I the one off base?' 


"The technique is in examining the 


problem and forming a conclusion. Then 
comparing that conclusion with other 
conclusions. 


"So many problems come from poor 


communications," he said.

Snow Hampers Crash Query 


Heavy snow yesterday hampered ef- 


forts by investigators to learn the cause 
of an airplane crash Wednesday night 
near Pal-Waukee Airport south of Wheel- 
ing. 


The craft went down in a woo. led area 


ID a forest preserve. The heavy snow 
plus the density of the trees near the 
crash site is hampering the investigation. 


Federal Aviation Administration offi- 


cials said yesterday the twin-engine, six 
passenger plane crashed at about 7:40 
p.m. Wednesday. An investigation of the 


accident, which resulted in the death of 
the pilot and serious injuries to a passen- 
ger, will be made by the National Trans- 
portation and Safety Board, FAA offi- 
cials said. 


KILLED IN THE crash was Stephen 


K. Kinder, 32, of Newcastle, Ind., Robert 
John, 49, also of Newcastle, remained in 
serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal in Des Plaines yesterday with mul- 
tiple fractures and injuries. 


The plane crashed in the forest pre- 


serve a half mile north of Willow Road, 


and a half mile east of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, just minutes after it had left the 
airport at 7:39 p.m. A witness at the 
nearby Clayton House Motel called the 
airport's control tower to tell them he 
saw the plane strike the tops of trees in 
the forest preserve. 


A SEARCH PARTY of 40 people in- 


cluding 15 civilian volunteers, Wheeling 
police and firemen and Cook County 
Sheriff's police reached the plane about 9 
p.m. Sheriff's police said that four-wheel- 
drive trucks and snowmobiles were used 
to reach the plane, along a bridle path in 


the woods. Firemen spoted the pla.ie 
which came to rest in a tree. 


Both crash victims were employes of 


the Ingersoll Steel Co. and had been in 
Chicago on business. 


Three passengers were left at Pal- 


Waukee before the craft took off for a 
return flight to Newcastle. 


They were Howard J. Davis of Floss- 


moor, a vice president of Borg Warner 
Corp.; Charles Brooks, an assistant pur- 
chasing agent for Ingersoll, and Mitchell 
Curtis of San Francisco. 


Rescue Workers Waded In Fuel 


"The search was rough," said Pros- 


pect Heights fireman Ed Rexek. "I 
couldn't see my hand in front of my face 
through the snow." 


"We found the wreckage of the plane 


by following a dim light through the 
trees. The power was still on in the plane, 
and one of the landing lights was still 
hooked to the battery." 


The six-passenger twin engine plane 


crashed in a forest preserve just east of 
Patwaukee Airport, south of Wheeling, 
minutes after its take off Wednesday 


evening. Rezek was a member of the 
search party that reached the wreckage 
about 9 p.m., one and one-half hours af- 
ter the crash. 


"THERE WAS 500 gallons of high oc- 


tane aviation fuel spread around the 
ground near the wreckage. Everyone in 
the rescue party was risking their lives 
because a spark from the plane's battery 
could have set off an explosion. 


"The 
firemen 
from the Prospect 


Heights and Wheeling departments were 
the first ones at the scene because we 


had 
high rubber 
boots for wading 


through the knee-high creek water. 


"The wreckage was about three feet 


off of the ground. First, we removed the 
body of Stephen Kinder. Kinder was later 
pronounced dead on arrival at Holy 
Family Hospital in Des Plaines. 


"It was more difficult to remove Rob- 


ert John, who was still alive, because he 
was pinned down by the steering wheel 
of the plane. We couldn't use a saw be- 
cause we were afraid the sparks would 
set off an explosion. So we used brute 


force to rip the wreckage apart and free 
him." 


"ONCE WE GOT them out of the 


plane, other men in the rescue team 
helped to carry them to the bridle path. 
Firemen from Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling carried John out of the woods 
on a stretcher for two miles. 


"I called the hospital today," added 


Rezek, "and they said John was in in- 
tensive care. We all hope like hell he 
makes it."

Several children and college 
students curled up on the floor, as out- 
side all we could see was blowing snow. 


Finally, the doors were opened. How- 


through ankle-deep slush to reach the 
plane. Once aboard, we settled in and 
waited for Florida to materialize. 


HOWEVER, AT ABOUT 2:15 a.m., we 


learned that our five-hour O'Hare stay 
had been fruitless. The pilot announced 
the only open runway had three inches of 
slush on it, and since it would take three 
or four hours to clear the runway, this 
flight was now unloading. The passen- 
gers, some muttering and 
cursing, 


trudged through the slush and back into 
the crowded airport. 


It was evident to many that the delay 


would be much, much longer than three 
or four hours. For me, the morning at 
O'Hare ended as a baggage clerk and I 
sorted through two snow-crusted carts to 
retrieve suitcases. 


The drive home from O'Hare was slow 


and treacherous. Al! of the signs were 
obscured, cars and trucki could not exit 
from the Kennedy because the inclined 
ramps were blocked and abandoned cars 
littered the highway like discarded toys. 
And the wind and snow cut at your skin 
like frozen razor blades. 


Some of those thousands of persons 


who braved the wind and snow are per- 
haps still waiting patiently at O'Hare this 
morning. Some are waiting for that pre- 
cious open seat or the valuable standby 
place in line. 


Others have extended their stay in Chi- 


cago, and are staying with friends or 
relatives. A few have hotel reservations 
here. Still others liave left Chicago by 
car, train, bus or thumb. Perhaps by this 
morning the airport is operating normal- 
ly- 


Outrageous? Yes. Ludicrous? Yes. Un- 


forgettable? Yes. Inevitable? Perhaps. 
Today, a 747 super-jet can whisk 300 per- 
sons across the country, but a bunch of 
lousy snowplows and giant airline com- 
panies can't get you out of town for 24 
hours if the weather is wrong. 


And the victims of the delays, at least 


Wednesday and Thursday, took their 
problems with good grace. Few persons 
became publicly angered or irritated. 
And that is surprising, for the thousands 
of persons present at O'Hare had many 
reasons to become quite angry at the 
weather, the air controllers, and the air- 
lines themselves.

Compounding the malfunctioning gates 


was 15 inches of snow and poor visibility. 
The police quickly had men manning the 
corners to move traffic and prevent any 
accidents but the traffic was visibly 
slowed downtown. 


"On Arlington Heights Road, the gate 


goes down when a train approaches but 
rises before the train leaves," he said. 


"It's giving motorists a green light on 


Arlington Heights Road and is causing a 


lot of near accidents. Just a few minutes 
ago, a van with eight or nine kids in it 
just missed being hit by a train." 


AT 7:15 A.M., Floyd H. Le Seth of 1116 


W. Hawthorne, was heading north on 
Wilke Road. He attempted to make a 
right turn onto Northwest Highway and. 
according to police reports, mistakenly 
found himself on the railroad tracks in- 
stead.

The snack bars ran out of food at mid- 


night. Incoming flights were diverted to 
Milwaukee. Cleveland and Louisville. 
The Mannheim Road motels were filled. 
United and Continental suspended all 
flights after mi inight. Children and col- 
lege students :lept as they waited for 
flights. 


O ' H a r e International Airport, the 


world's busiest airport, was a crowded 
and isolated way station and dead end 
Wednesday night and Thursday morning 
for thousands of travelers waiting, hope 
against hope, to get out of Chicago. 


For those who stood in endless ticket 


tines and gazed at flight boards which 
rear) "See Agent" and "Cancelled" and 
"Delayed." it was monotonous, tiring 
and irritating. 


IT WAS A THREE-WAY crunch for 


travelers. If it wasn't the PATCO strike 
(which cut flights to the east coast), it 
was the blizzard outside (which shut the 
airport at 1 a.m. > or it was the inability 
to get • flight sometime on Thursday 
(the airlines were booked solid until Sat- 
urday with Easter passengers). 


This reporter was a typical victim. I 


arrived at O'Hare Airport at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday hoping to catch Eastern 
flight 637 at 7:30 to Orlando, Florida, and 
four days of sunshine. At 7 p.m. the now 


was beginning to accumulate on the 
ground. 


I LEFT THE airport at 3 a.m. Thurs- 


day. The snow had become an eight-inch 
blizzard which cancelled all flights, filled 
all the surrounding hotels, made the Ken- 
nedy Expressway and all othei roads al- 
most impassable, and made life a miser- 
able, freezing and threatening disaster. 


At 7 p.m. my wife and I joined long 


lines of other would-be passengers at the 
Eastern counter. The sign for Flight 637 
read "See Agent." The harried agent 
told me to come back at 8:30. 


By 8:30, a dramatic change had oc- 


ever, we had to walk about 100 feet 
curred in the status of Flight 637. The 
board now read "In Progress — Circling 
Field Waiting for Landing Permission." 
My wife and I prepared feverishly for 
the departure. It couldn't be more than 
20 minutes. 


By 10 p.m., the status had not changed. 


I asked the agent what was happening, 
and he said to check back at 11:30. He 
told another man that the flight was held 
in Louisville until the aircraft was 
cleared. 


AT 11:3*. I CHECKED back and, in- 


deed, there was a change. "See Agent" 
was back on the board, and he told me to 
come back at 12:30. 


Meanwhile, most of the passengers 


faced one similar problem: how and 
when to get out of Chicago. An older 
man, reeking of liquor, told me he had to 
get out of Chicago by Friday to return to 
Raleigh (or bis trial. I asked him what 
the trial was about: 


"Oh, I killed a man in North Caro- 


lina." : 


He was out on bond and had been vis- 


iting a relative in Kenosha. His flight left 
at 10:30, only two hours late, and I hope 
he was sober enough to find the gate. 


Not only the passengers had problems. 


Mike Seeling, a Herald photographer, ap- 
peared and said he was waiting for rela- 
tives to arrive. We had a cup of coffee 
and groaned together about contempo- 
rary transportation. 


BY 12:30, I CHECKED back at the 


board and I was told that the airport was 
temporarily closed to clear a runway. 
Over the public address system United 
and Continental delayed all flights 
(United until 3 a.m.). The same persons 
that had waited all evening still gazed 
blankly at the board. 


Suddenly, however, at 1 a.m. the an- 


nouncement came: board Flight 637 at 
Gate D-5. My wife and I dashed to the 
gate, with visions of sunshine and 
warmth on our minds. 


We were delayed there, too, as our 


tickets were slowly checked and we were 
told that the flight was "expected" to de- 
part soon. Several children and college 
students curled up on the floor, as out- 
side all we could see was blowing snow. 


Finally, the doors were opened. How- 


through ankle-deep slush to reach the 
plane. Once aboard, we settled in and 
waited for Florida to materialize. 


HOWEVER, AT ABOUT 2:15 a.m., we 


learned that our five-hour O'Hare stay 
had been fruitless. The pilot announced 
the only open runway had three inches of 
slush on it, and since it would take three 
or four hours to clear the runway, this 
flight was now unloading The passen- 


gers, some muttering and cursing, 
trudged through the slush and back into 
the crowded airport. 


It was evident to many that the delay 


would be much, much longer than three 
or four hours. For me, the morning at 
O'Hare ended as a baggage clerk and I 
sorted through two snow-crusted carts to 
retrieve suitcases. 


The drive home from O'Hare was slow 


and treacherous. All of the signs were 
obscured, cars and trucks could not exit 
from the Kennedy because the inclined 
ramps were blocked and abandoned cars 
littered the highway like discarded toys. 
And the wind and snow cut at your skin 
like frozen razor blades. 


Some of those thousands of persons 


who braved the wind and snow are per- 
haps still waiting patiently at O'Hare this 
morning. Some are waiting for that pre- 
cious open seat or the valuable standby 
place in line. 


Others have extended their stay in Chi- 


cago, and are staying with friends or 
relatives. A few have hotel reservations 
here. Still others have left Chicago by 
car, train, bus or thumb. Perhaps by this 
morning the airport is operating normal- 
ly. 


Outrageous? Yes. Ludicrous? Yes. Un- 


forgettable? Yes. Inevitable? Perhaps. 
Today, a 747 super-jet can whisk 300 per- 
sons across the country, but a bunch of 
lousy snowplows and giant airline com- 
panies can't get you out of town for 24 
hours if the weather is wrong. 


And the victims of the delays, at least 


Wednesday and Thursday, took their 
problems with good grace. Few persons 


became publicly angered or irritated. 
And that is surprising, for the thousands 
of persons present at O'Hare had many 


reasons to become quite angry at the 
weather, the air controllers, and the air- 
lines themselves. 


Rescue Workers 
Waded In Fuel 


"The search was rough," said Pros- 


pect Heights fireman Ed Rezek. "I 
couldn't see my hand in front of my face 
through the snow." 


"We found the wreckage of the plane 


by following a dim light through the 
trees. The power was still on in the plane, 
and one of the landing lights was still 
hooked to the battery." 


The six-passenger twin engine plane 


crashed in a forest preserve just east of 
Palwaukee Airport, south of Wheeling, 
minutes after its take off Wednesday 
evening. Rezek was a member of the 
search party that reached the wreckage 
about 9 p.m., one and one-half hours af- 
ter the crash. 


"THERE WAS 5M gallons of high oc- 


tane aviation fuel spread around the 
ground near the wreckage. Everyone in 
the rescue party was risking their lives 
because a spark from the plane's battery 
could have set off an explosion. 


"The firemen 
from the Prospect 


Heights and Wheeling departments were 
the first ones at the scene because we 


had high rubber boots for wading 
through the knee-high creek water. 


"The wreckage was about three feet 


off of the ground. First, we removed the 
body of Stephen Kinder. Kinder was later 
pronounced dead on arrival at Holy 
Family Hospital in Des Plaines. 


"It was more difficult to remove Rob- 


ert John, who was still alive, because he 
was pinned down by the steering wheel 
of the plane. We couldn't use a saw be- 
cause we were afraid the sparks would 
set off an explosion. So we used brute 
force to rip the wreckage apart and free 
him." 


"ONCE WE GOT them out of the 


plane, other men in the rescue team 
helped to carry them to the bridle path. 
Firemen from Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling carried John out of the woods 
on a stretcher for two miles. 


"I caHed the hospital today," added 


Rezek, "and they said John was in in- 
tensive care. We all hope like hell be 
makes it."

"Growth" is the main problem that 


will face School Dist. 21 in coming years, 
according to Edwin Smith, incumbent on 
the school board and candidate for re- 
election on April 11. 


"We must plan for the increased en- 


rollment that will occur and prevent split 
shifts," said Smith, who has been en- 
dorsed by the Dist. 21 General Caucus. 


"I THINK THE BOARD and the school 


district have done an excellent job in 
paat years to provide for growth," he 
added. 


Smith feels "there must be controlled 


growth" in the communities served by 
Dist. 21. "There has to be balanced 
growth or the education of the children 
will suffer." 


Concerning apartments, he said, "I 


think we need some, but not too many. 
Our surveys don't indicate that one and 
two-bedroom apartments hurt us, since 
the children have been younger than 
school-age. Three-bedroom apartments 
will hurt us, and the school board has the 
obligation to discourage this." 


"The primary responsibility for this is 


with the village boards and the zoning 
boards. They should encourage as much 
light industrial development as possible, 
consistent with the wishes of the commu- 
nity." 


"Finances are becoming less of a prob- 


lem" in Dist. 21, Smith said. 


foresee a rise in the tax rate, due to the

As far as curriculum is concerned, 


Smith feels a school board "should re- 
view proposed curriculum changes."

date said 


"I am pleased with the efforts the dis- 


trict has made to keep teachers in the 
district," he added. "Our salary levels 
are such that we can compete favorably 
with other districts. I feel in the near 
future we will need additional personnel 
at the administrative level as the district 
continues to grow." 


Smith stressed the need for commu- 


nication between residents of the district 
and school board members. 


"WE ALWAYS HAVE the problem of

A spokesman for the association, which

Spring hit Palatine with a vengeance 


Wednesday night and yesterday, drop- 
ping an estimated 12 inches of snow on 
the town, knocking out power, and tying 
up telephones. The weather was consid- 
ered a contributing factor in sending a 
Wauconda woman to the hospital after 
an accident yesterday morning. 


The large, wet snowflakes began fall- 


ing Wednesday about 4 p.m. making rush 
hour driving conditions hazardous. 


THE PALATINE PUBLIC works de- 


partment had crews on the street at 8 
p.m. spreading abrasives. The men 
worked through the night and were re- 
ported still on the job early yesterday 
afternoon clearing streets 


Carol A Fehs, 31, of Wauconda, was 


taken to Northwest Community Hospital 
yesterday about 9 30 a.m when the car 
she was driving was struck from the 
rear by a car driven by Joseph Trapp, 
28, of Elmhurst. 


The mishap happened on Hicks Road 


as Miss Felts was turning into the H. B 
Fuller Company parking lot west of the 
railroad tracks. Trapp was issued a sum- 
mons for failure to reduce speed to avoid 
a collision, police said. 


THE TRAPP CAR skidded on the slirf: 


road, police said Miss Felts was treated 
and released from the hospital. 


A spokesman for the Commonwealth 


Edison Co., said the company knew it 
was in for "a lot of irouble ' Wednesday 
about 10:30 p.m. when calls started to 
come into headquarters complaining of 
power failures. 


At the peak of the trouble an estimated 


4,000 ComEd customers were without 
power in Palatine, Wheeling, Schaum- 
burg, Elk Grove and Maine Townships. 
Palatine, he said, was definitely the 
"hardest hit" township, but he could not 
give an estimate of how many local 
people were without service. 


THE WET SNOW, he said, was to 


blame. The snow, he said, accumulated 
on tree limbs which were hanging over 
powtr lines. When the accumulation 
reacied a critical point, the tree limbs 
either broke or bent onto the wires, caus- 
ing shorts. 


In some cases, the spokesman said, the 


snow was heavy enough to short out 
wires by itself. 


Early yesterday afternoon between 75 


and 80 per cent of the power service was 
restored, he said. 


The company received an estimated 500 


calls from customers complaining about 
service 


Complicating factors in restoring ser- 


vice, the spokesman said, were requests 
from the Joliet and Harvey areas whkh 
got hit worse than the northwest suburbs. 
Those towns asked for crews from the 
local area to help restore service. The 
spokesman said that when crews were 
finished locally they were channeled to 
areas requesting help. 


AS OF 2 A.M. yesterday, the spokes- 


man said, the company called all avail- 
able personnel to work. 


"We think we're as well prepared as 


we can be," the spokesman said, adding 
that in order to cope with a situation like 
yesterday's it would take 10 times the 
number of people the company has. "No 
one could afford that," he said. 


The ComEd spokesman said he did not 


hear of any critical situations centering 
around the lack of power. 


An Illinois Bell Telephone spokesman 


said, "The storm knocked us for a loop 
He said there were no mechanical mal- 
functions but the large volume of calls 
tied up the communications network 


Because of the "abnormally large 


number of calls,'' he said, there was a 
delay in getting dial tones. 


THE COMPANY, he said, is "not pre- 


pared to handle that rush of calls." Most 
of the calls, he said, were going to 
schools to find out if they would be open 
or to places of employment to let em- 
ployers know their employes would not 
be in. 


Extra operators were called in and 


placed on long distance service. In some 
cases, he said, telephone construction 
trucks were used as snow plows to get to 
the operators and bring them into work. 


Every office in the Elgin District, he 


said, was "completely overloaded " Pal- 
atine is the eastern boundary of the 800 
square mile district. 


The telephone company spokesman did 


report that about 150 to 175 telephone 
wires leading from houses to poles were 
felled by the snow, but he described this 
as "a drop in the bucket." 


Apartment dwellers who left their cars 


parked in parking lots had to wait until 
they were plowed out oefore they could 
take to the streets. 


People who did the spring cleaning 


early and put away their winter clothes 
had to go to their attics and dig them 
out. 


Motorists who had their snow tires re- 


moved, found the going slippery. 


And there were at least a few people 


who thought about having an Easter pa- 
rade snowed out.

Trie snack bars ran out of ;ood at mid- 


night. Incoming flights were diverted to 
Milwaukee, Cleveland and Louisville. 
The Mannheim Road motels were filled. 
United and Continental suspended all 
flights after midnight. Child-en and col- 
lege students slept as they waited for 
nights. 


0' H a r e International Airport, the 


world's busiest airport, was a crowded 
and isolated way station and dead end 
Wednesday night and Thursday morning 
for thousands of travelers waiting, hope 
•gainst hope, to get out of Chicago. 


For those who stood in endless ticket 


lines and gazed at night boards which 
read "See Agent" and "Cancelled" and 
"Delayed." it was monotonous, tiring 
and irritating. 


IT WAS A TIIRFE-WAY crunch for 


traveler. If it wasn't the PATCO strike 
(which cut flights to the east coast), it 
was the blizzard outside (which shut the 
airport at 1 a.m. > or it was the inability 
to get a flight sometime on Thursday 
(the airlines were booked solid until Sat- 
urday with Easter passengers). 


This reporter was a typical victim. I 


arrived at O'Hare Airport at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday hoping to catch Eastern 
flight 837 at 7:30 to Orlando, Florida, and 
four days of sunshine. At 7 p.m. the snow 
was beginning to accumulate on the 
ground. 


I LEFT THE airport at 3 a.m. Thurs- 


day. The .snow had become an eight-inch 
blizzard which cancelled all flights, filled 
all the surrounding hotels, made the Ken- 
nedy Expressway and all other roads al- 
most impassable, and made life a miser- 
able, freezing and threatening disaster. 


At 7 p.m. my wife and I joined long 


lines of other would-be passengers at the 
Eastern counter. The sign for Flight 637 
read "See Agent." The harried agent 
told me to come back at 8:30. 


By 8:30, a dramatic change had oc- 


ever, we had to walk asout 100 feet 
curred in the status of Fight 637. The 
board now read "In Progress — Circling 
Field Waiting for Landing Permission." 
My wife and I prepared feverishly for 
the departure. It couldn't be more than 
2i) minutes. 


By 10 p.m., the status had not changed. 


I asked the agent what was happening, 
and he said to check back at 11:30. He 
told another man that the flight was held 
in Louisville until the aircraft 
was 


cleared. 


AT 11:30. I CHECKED back and, in- 


deed, there was a change. "See Agent" 
was back on the board, and he told me to 
come back at 12:30. 


Meanwhile, most of the passengers 


faced one similar problem: how and 
when to get out of Chicago. An older 
man, reeking of liquor, told me he had to 
get out of Chicago by Friday to return to 
Raleigh for his trial. I asked him what 
the trial was about: 


"Oh, I killed a man in North Caro- 


lina." 


He was out on bond and had been vis- 


iting a relative in Kenosha. His flight left 
at 10:30, only two hours late, and I hope 
he was sober enough to find the gate. 


Not only the passengers had problems. 


Mike Seeling, a Herald photographer, ap- 
peared and said he was waiting for rela- 
tives to arrive. We had a cup of coffee 
and groaned together about contempo- 
rary transportation. 


BY 12:30, I CHECKED back at the 


board and I was told that the airport was 
temporarily closed to clear a runway. 
Over the public address system United 
and 
Continental delayed 
all flights 


(United until 3 a.m.). The same persons 
that had waited all evening still gazed 
blankly at the board. 


Suddenly, however, at 1 a.m. the an- 


nouncement came: board Flight 637 at 
Gate D-5. My wife and I dashed to the 
gate, with visions of sunshine and 
warmth on our minds. 


We were ddayed there, too, as our 


tickets were slowly checked and we were 
told that the flight was "expected" to de- 
part soon. Several children and college 
students curled up on the floor, as out- 
side all we could see was blowing snow. 


Finally, the doors were opened. How- 


through ankle-deep slush to reach the 
plane. Once aboard, we settled1 in and 
waited for Florida to materialize. 


HOWEVER, AT ABOUT 2:15 a.m., we 


learned that our five-hour O'Hare stay 
had been fruitless. The pilot announced 
the only open runway had three inches of 
slush on it, and since it would take three 
or four hours to clear the runway, this 
flight was now unloading. The passen- 
gers, some muttering and cursing, 
trudged through the slush and back into 
tho crowded airport. 


It was evident to many that the delay 


would be much, much longer than three 
or four hours. For me, the morning at 
O'Hare ended as a baggage clerk and I 


sorted through two snow-crusted carts to 
retrieve suitcases. 


The drive home from O'Hare was slow 


and treacherous. All of the signs were 
obscured, cars and trucks could not exit 
from the Kennedy because the inclined 
ramps were blocked and abandoned cars 
littered the highway like discarded toys. 
And the wind and snow cut at your skin 
like frozen razor blades. 


Some of those thousands of persons 


who braved the wind and snow are per- 
haps still waiting patiently at O'Hare this 
morning. Some are waiting for that pre- 
cious open seat or the valuable standby 
place in line.

And that is surprising, for the thousands 
of persons present at O'Hare had many 
reasons to become quite angry at the 
weather, the air controllers, and the air- 
lines themselves. 


Stranded ... And 
No Place to Go 


Approximately 150 stranded motorists 


gathered in the cafeteria of the Union Oil 
Company on Golf Road in Schaumburg 
Thursday following the area's heavy 
snowstorm. 


The motorists became stranded in the 


snow in the vicinity of the Union Oil sta- 
tion on the corner of Golf and Meacham 
roads, during the snowstorm Wednesday 
night. 


Ron Wagner, assistant manager of the 


Union Oil station, said that many motor- 
ists were transported to the Union Oil 
Co. office building just east of the ser- 
vice station in a panel truck. The Union 
Oil Company's cafeteria was opened to 
accommodate the motorists. The station 
is open 24 hours. 


A few motorists stayed overnight at 


the Union Oil building, according to the 
assistant manager. Over 100 cars were 
stalled near the gas station. 


T H E STRANDED motorists 
were 


drinking coffee, talking, and waiting for 
roads to be opened Thursday. 


Major highways in Schaumburg Town- 


ship were impassable Thursday morning, 
but snowplows were beginning to clear 
roads where possible. However, stalled 
cars made clearing operations difficult. 


The stranded drivers were 
served 


lunch Thursday in the Union Oil Cafe- 
teria, and nobody could be heard com- 
plaining about the inconveniences caused 
by the heavy snowfall. 


Periodically, Schaumburg police would 


make reports to the drivers on the state 
of highway clearance. However, Golf 
Road remained impassable and several 
stalled cars had been "abandoned" in 
front of the Union Oil building. 


"EVERYONE SEEMS to be in a good 


mood. They're all accepting their fate 
cheerfully," said a Union Oil spokesman. 
Only about 50 of 1200 workers were on 
duty at the Union Oil facility in Schaum- 
burg Thursday due to the snowstorm. 


A half dozen cars were towed to the 


Union Oil station before major roads be- 
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came impassable Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to Wagner, who resides at 419 
Winston Drive, Hoffman Estates. 


"Golf Road was closed about 11 p.m. 


Wednesday, and no traffic has moved 
since," Wagner said. 


"If the weather warms up, then maybe 


they can get one traffic lane open at 
least and some of these cars can get 
moving," added the station manager. 
Wagner had been on duty since 2 p.m. 
Wednesday and was looking forward to 
being relieved Thursday. 


Although the Union Oil Co. office was 


closed Thursday, the cafeteria was being 
kept open for the convenience of the 
stranded motorists.

Arlington Heights traffic problems be- 


gan after the snow fell yesterday, when 
at 2:15 a.m., police learned that the rail- 
niad gates at Vail, Dunton, Evergreei 
and Arlington Heights Road were down. 


WEBER 
EXPLAINED the 
police 


called the transportation and safety de- 
partment of the railroad but found out 
that the railroad was having difficulty 


reaching its own people. 


"The man in the Arlington railroad de- 


pot told me he couldn't find the phone 
number of the attendant in Arlington 
Heights who could operate the gates 
manually," Weber said. 


Compounding the malfunctioning gates 


was 15 inches of snow and poor visibility.

the safest place to be yesterday was 
home. 


With schools closed a day early for 


spring vacation because of the snow, 
county and state roads blocked until mid- 
day, and telephone and electric service 
irregular because of broken lines, few 
ventured to go out until the 12-inch snow 
began to melt in the afternoon. 


Late-night travelers Wednesday ran 


into the most difficulty reaching their 
ment crews worked all night to clear city 
destinations. As city public works depart- 
streets before morning, they 
came 


across stalled cars and drivers walking 
to find a warm place and help. 


"You'd see some of the strangest 


things," James McFeggan, superintend- 
ent of public works said. McFeggan said 
he was driving behind a snow plow when 
he heard a thump and looked out the 
window. 


"A MAN, I don't know where he came 


from had slipped beside my car." 


Another time, he saw a light-jacketed 


man wearing white socks and tennis 
shoes walking away from 
where 


McFeggan was parked. "I don't know 
what he was doing out there dressed like 
that, but I bet he was cold." 


Many residents 
probably wondered 


what they were doing driving in the bad 
weathta1. Some pulled into gas stations to 
wait, others left their cars on the street 
and walked. 


A few people stranded when Rolling 


Meadows crews and policemen found 
them, were taken to city hall and given 
coffee 
and blankets. A Schaumburg 


woman and two children spent the night 
at the police station because roads into 
Schaumburg Township were closed. 


"That was one of the wildest nights 


we've had in a long time," McFeggan 
said. At mid-morning Thursday, he was 
still wearing the clothes he wore to work 
Wednesday morning. 


"I think this snow is worse than the 
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1967 snow," McFeggan continued. "It 
was like moving concrete getting those 
streets plowed." 


ALL THE CITY equipment was out by 


9 p.m. As the snow got thicker, stalled 
cars also had to be plowed out of the 
snow banks 


"There was a high wind pushing the 


snow later in the night and almost as 
soon as you got an area plowed, it drifted 
back." 


The department, like residents and the 


police station, was plagued with power 
failures. "I'm awfully glad we had those 
readies to keep in communication " Roll- 
ing Meadows police receive radio calls 
from all the public works equipment 


By morning the city streets were clear, 


but morning motorists using county 
roads like Euclid and Hicks and state 
roads like Route 53 found stalled cars 
along the side and on rampways and the 
roads still covered with snow 


"WE WENT OUT and tried to help 


some of the motorists early this morning 
by pulling their cars out. On Euclid and 
Route S3 we got 12 out which were on top 
of the ramp, then we went down the 
ramp to check for stranded motorists 
and found four more cars." 


Police reports show two power lines 


were down in Rolling Meadows. One 
came down on East Frontage Road about 
10 30 Wednesday night, the second about 
1 a.m at Kirchoff and Wilke roads 


"We sent the bombadiers out to pick 


people up," McFeggan said. The bomb- 
adier is a caterpillar truck which oper 
ates something like a tank. 


As the sun came up and residents 


turned on their radios, they learned stu- 
dents would be home for vacation a day 
jarly As they ventured outside, children 
learned it was good packing snow and 
the traditional snowmen, forts and fights 
began to appear in the yards 


Snow Bogs Down Query 


Heavy snow yesterday hampered ef- 


forts by investigators to learn the cause 
of an airplane crash Wednesday night 
near Pal-Waukee Airport south of Wheel- 
ing. 


The craft went down in a wooded area 


in a forest preserve. The heavy snow 
plus the density of the trees near the 
crash site is hampering the investigation. 


Federal Aviation Administration offi- 


cials said yesterday the twin-engine, six 
passenger plane crashed at about 7 40 
p.m. Wednesday An investigation of the 
accident, which resulted in the death of 
the pilot and serious injuries to a passen- 
ger, will be made by the National Trans- 
portation and Safety Board, FAA offi- 
cials said. 


KILLED IN THE crash was Stephen 


K Kinder, 32, of Newcastle, Ind , Robert 
John, 49, also of Newcastle, remained in 
serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal in Des Plaines yesterday with mul- 
tiple fractures and injuries. 


The plane crashed in the forest pre- 


serve a half mile north of Willow Road, 
and a half mile east of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, just minutes after it had left the 
airport at 7 39 p m. A witness at the 
nearby Clayton House Motel called the 
airport's control tower to tell them he 
saw the plane strike the tops of trees in 
the forest preserve. 


A SEARCH PARTY of 40 people in- 


cluding 15 civilian volunteers, Wheeling 
police and firemen and Cook County 
Sheriff's police reached the plane about 9 
p m.

This reporter was a typical victim. I

Mike Seeling, a Herald photographer, ap- 
peared and said he was waiting for rela- 
tives to arrive. We had a cup of coffee 
and groaned together about contempo- 
rary transportation. 


BY 12:39, I CHECKED back at the 


board and I was told that the airport was 
temporarily closed to clear a runway. 
Over the public address system United 
and 
Continental delayed all 
flights 


(United until 3 a.m.). The same persons 
that had waited all evening still gazed 
blankly at the board. 


Suddenly, however, at 1 a.m. the an- 


nouncement came: board Flight 637 at 
Gate D-5. My wife and I dashed to the 
gate, 
with visions of sunshine and 


warmth on our minds 


We were delayed there, too, as our 


tickets were slowly checked and we were 
told that the flight was "expected" to de- 
part soon. Several children and college 
students curled up on the floor, as out- 
side all we could see was blowing snow. 


Finally, the doors were opened. How- 


through ankle-deep slush to reach the 
plane. Once aboard, we settled hi and 
waited for Florida to materialize. 


HOWEVER, AT ABOUT 2:15 a m., we 


learned that our five-hour O'Hare stay 
had been fruitless. The pilot announced 
the only open runway had three inches of 
slush on it, and since it would take three 
or four hours to clear the runway, this 
flight was now unloading. The passen- 
gers, 
some muttering 
and 
cursing, 


trudged through the slush and back into 
the crowded airport. 


It was evident to many that the delay 


would be much, much longer than three 
or four hours. For me, the morning at 
O'Hare ended as a baggage clerk and I 


sorted through two snow-crusted carts to 
retrieve suitcases. 


The drive home from O'Hare was slow 


and treacherous. All of the signs were 
obscured, cars and trucks could not exit 
from the Kennedy because the inclined 
ramps were blocked and abandoned cars 
littered the highway like discarded toys. 
And the wind and snow cut at your skin 
like frozen razor blades. 


Some of those thousands of persons 


who braved the wind and snow are pei- 
haps still waiting patiently at O'Hare this 
morning. Some are waiting for that pre- 
cious open seat or the valuable standby 
place in line.

And that is surprising, for the thousands 
of persons present at O'Hare had many 
reasons to become quite angry at the 
weather, the air controllers, and the air- 
lines themselves. 


Stranded ... And 
No Place to Go 


Approximately 150 stranded motorists 


gathered in the cafeteria of the Union Oil 
Company on Golf Road in Schaumburg 
Thursday following the area's heavy 
snowstorm. 


The motorists became stranded in the 


snow in the vicinity of the Union Oil sta- 
tion on the corner of Golf and Meacham 
roads, during the snowstorm Wednesday 
night. 


Ron Wagner, assistant manager of the 


Union Oil station, said that many motor- 
ists were transported to the Union Oil 
Co. office building just east of the ser- 
vice station in a panel truck. The Union 
Oil Company's cafeteria was opened to 
accommodate the motorists. The station 
is open 24 hours. 


A few motorists stayed overnight at 


the Union Oil building, according to the 
assistant manager. Over 100 cars were 
stalled near the gas station. 


T H E STRANDED motorists were 


drinking coffee, talking, and waiting for 
roads to be opened Thursday. 


Major highways in Schaumburg Town- 


ship were impassable Thursday morning, 
but snowplows were beginning to clear 
roads where possible. However, stalled 
cars made clearing operations difficult. 


The stranded drivers were 
served 


lunch Thursday in the Union Oil Cafe- 
teria, and nobody could be heard com- 
plaining about the inconveniences caused 
by the heavy snowfall. 


Periodically, Schaumburg police would 


make reports to the drivers on the state 
of highway clearance. However, Golf 
Road remained impassable and several 
stalled cars had been "abandoned" in 
front of the Union Oil building. 


"EVERYONE SEEMS to be in a good 


mood. They're all accepting their fate 
cheerfully," said a Union Oil spokesman. 
Only about SO of 1200 workers were on 
duty at the Union Oil facility in Schaum- 
burg Thursday due to the snowstorm. 


A half dozen cars were towed to the 


Union Oil station before major roads be- 
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came impassable Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to Wagner, who resides at 419 
Winston Drive, Hoffman Estates. 


"Golf Road was closed about 11 p.m. 


Wednesday, arid no traffic has moved 
since," Wagner said. 


"If the weather warms up, then maybe 


they can get one traffic lane open at 
least and some of these cars can get 
moving," added the station 
manager. 


Wagner had been on duty since 2 p.m. 
Wednesday and was looking forward to 
being relieved Thursday. 


Although the Unicn Oil Co. office was 


closed Thursday, the; cafeteria was being 
kept open for the convenience of the 
stranded motorists.
